This document shows in a striking manner the dissensions now going on among 
the Soudanese, and the growing discontent in that country against the Madhiat 
party.

IPrii/bn Report renewed at the Khedive'n Cabinet frQfu Yawtsottf Pasha Shouhdy t dated the 

Ramadan, 1303 (Junts Id* 1886), 

(Translation.) t 

IN obeoienua to the instructions given me by His Highness tho Khedive under 
date of 12 Sbn'abK 1303, to report upon the attitude ami state of Ceding of 
the Sheikhs imd inhabitants of the Soudan* as well ns any information received or 
obtained liy me, giving my explanations in regard thereto, I have the honour to make 
the following report, beginning from the date of my departure from Cairo, 

All persons who came to meet me at the stations of the various dosses to whom 
my mission is of interest displayed great joy and nailstbettun* more especially those 
who are refugees from the Soudan, 

On my arrival at HrdFa a Petition of these refugees was given mo signed by lifty- 
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three persona, setting forth the las* they had sustained by having bad to abandon, 
their lauds and houses, find showing the fatigues and hardships they had experienced, 
and how they had lost all means of earning the necessaries of life after that they bad 
been in comparative ease and comfort in their own country, and tkal they are ready 
to accompany any force t-lmt may be soot to reconquer the Dcmgola Province, should 
they be ordered so to net 

Fourteen Shaikhs of the people of the Tafia sub-district came to me and 
presented a Petition, wherein it. is stated that they bod been awaiting my arrival, and 
that when l came their alarm wns dispelled; that from the earliost time* they have 
boon and still am loyal subjects, peaceably dwelling under the shadow of the Govern¬ 
ment in all security, both as to their persons as well as to their property; that, owing 
to the evacuation of the south country, which forms a part of the Don gob Province 
and is adjacent to their district, and to tho withdrawal of the troops therefrom, they urn 
now directly exposed to the enemy* and they fear that the same will happen to them 
as wknt happened to their neighbours, the people of the said province, nil of whom 
incline towards the Government, the dervishes in that proving being quite few. 
When I received them well, and informed them of tho sincere desires of His Highness 
tho Khedive and of tho two High Commissioners, his Excellency Gbazi Monk liter 
Pasha* the High Ottoman Commissioner, and the Honourable Sir H. Drummond 
Wolff, the British High Commit inner* they were reassured* a nd tho anxiety was 
removed that had possessed their thoughts. 

I i duo received a letter from laz-ud-Din Bay* tho administrative SuteGovemor of 
the southern part of the Haifa district,indosing copies of a number of Petitions 
presented by mm to the Ministry of the Interior, sotting forth tho suhstan.ee of the 
information that bud reached him from some of tho Shoiklis and Notables of the 
Dongola Province regarding the inclination of all the natives toward the Government 
and their desire for the restoration of affairs to what they were formerly* and that 
the v ft vo ready to supply all the needs and demands of troops; and that, as to the 
Bedouin Arabs, the said Sheikhs were of tha opinion that if these Arabs found them 
was a small force of soldiere [advancing up the river] they would all. rally round tha 
troops and constitute themselves into the advance force* Izs-ed-Din Bey also sent me 
a letter lie hod received from eight Sheikhs of tho Sukkflt region, wherein they say 
tliat the dervishes forced every one of the people of both the Malta&s and Sukk&t 
regions to go with them to destroy tho railway > whereas if a small force of soldiers 
hod presented itself in tho neighbourhood of Akashoh tho natives would have been 
encouraged thereby * and would have gone over to the force and opposed tho nebcin. 

His Excellency General Butler sent mo three letters, coming from Bulah Bey 
Ffidl-Allah* the Sheikh of the Kebbabiab Arabs, and addressed to Ms Excellency the 
Sirdar of the Egyptian anny, for my perusal, All these letters expressed his sorrow 
at the troops having evacuated the advanced stations* and be says that if it be true 
that those posts had been abandoned bo desires to be informed thereof* that he also 
may come and join the troops. As for the natives who wore with the rebels, moM of 
them ran away, and only a few remained by force. As for tho land-tillers and 
DOTi^oloee who*ore with Mohammad-cl-Hlisw—I mean those who remain with him 
because forced so to do—they also would join any military force that should make its 
appearance. Next day the envoys of Saleh Bey came to visit mo* namely, the bearers 
of the three letters aforesaid. These messengers were three in number: one, tho 
Beys Waked (Agent), tho other his relative, and the third an attendant. 'they 
reported that their Chief or fthoikh wns in E'LGa&b, went f*l Now Dongotaj and 
that he and his people desired the restoration of the Khedivisl rule, as did olio the 
natives of the Provkoa of Dongola; and if troops should be sent the Knbbabish tribe 
would perform all it was their duty to perform In furnishing both men and camels ; 
they nko said that those who arc with Muhammad-el-Kbair against their will* together 
with tho dervishes, are few In number, hut that se the natives liad been forced to 
wear the patchwork dross [Mahdist uniform], any one seeing them would not 
(Batinguish a native from a dervish. 

Again, three men came, originally of the Bosbi-Baeouk soldiers, born at, BcrlKjr, 
but of "north-country descent j they were iu Government service when that province 
fell From the time these men bad left that provinue to the day of their arrival here 
forty-two days had elapsed. They stated that they wore at first live in number, two 
having returned alter they had come as far na Akashch* out of fear of the troops. 
They told of the discord and discouragement that hud occurred iu the dervish forcea 
owing to the exhaustion of their ammunition and the getting out of order of their 
anna; and that the people as a whole, and the greater part of the dervishes, inuLina. 
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towards the Government,, but that by reason of their fear of the Ilmira they cannot 
declare themselves; utid when Mohammad Ahmad died all the natives of .the country 
disbelieved, and were convinced that bis claim was false, and are desirous of the 
restoration of the Government, Furthermore^ tlcryiBhes aro daily running away and 
going south; they also said that Walnd-cMN'ujoqiiii bad gone to Khartoum to settle 
the quarrel existing between Abd-Allah■ el-Ta*aishi and the Khalifhh Ali-ol-Mzirrar. 
An to the total numtar gathered in the two Moudirichs of Berber and Dongdo* they 
would be well-nigh on to A000, this number including natives of Bangola taken by 
force, natives o! the Roudon. and genuine dervishes from the distant regions of the 
upper country, and that the majority of this number rather incline towards the 
restoration of the Government; that is to say, if they were to nee Government 
tmops they would join thorn. The method of collcotmg taxes is that of plundering 
and robbing, with no rule, and all that is gathered is delivered to Mohamnma-ol-Kbeir, 
who sends it to the Khalifah Abd-Allah at Khartoum. All the Emirs aro living in 
plenty, while the dervishes lack even their daily bread ; and if any one of them complains 
£ Mobftmtnad-fll-Kheir or to one of the Emirs the answer ho get* is : " Die m the 
cause of God, for the friends of the Imilm [Mohammad Ahmad] will tic a stone on 
their bellies and give battle." If they corns across any hooka such as the 
[devotional] hook called MyihehXnirM or others, they tear them all tip and throw 
thorn into the fire. IVhen these three men wore coming hither they saw about 150 
dervishes stirring up the natives to go and break up the railroad lest troops should 
advance again, whereas 2,000 Government iuou would suffice to attack and disperse 
these dervfrlte«, for they me not valiant in battle like the first dervishes who wore 
killed, in the past fights" They afro said that the natives of the Berber Province are 
in want owing to the present circumstances, and tired of suck a life, and they begin 
to speak among themselves about rising Ml atones some day against them [the Emirs [ 
1Wpeople of Mahasa mid SukkM are dissatisfied at having been taken to destroy the 
railway ; so much so, that they has! sent four Petitions to Mohammad-ol-Klieir, 
declaring that they were not strong enough anti hail no anna; his reply to tboiu was,, 
<* Go forward with your sticks/ 5 

A man named Mohnniinad-Ahin&d came; lie is an lubAbitant of Dal, and was 
speeinlly sent by the nativcB to dcscrilic the ruin and pillage they had Buffered at the 
hands of the dervishes, who came to destroy the railway. These dervishes drove about 
3,000 of the natives of Mnhnsa and about 1,000 from 8ukk6t district to make them 
w'ork in that undertaking; but that the people are ready to join the troops as soon as 
they ace them coming; and that most of the Sheikhs of Sukk&fc district am kept detained 
with the rebels, because they had not excited the natives to join the dervishes. This 
man also heard that the Sheikhs are making a secret statement to lie presented to me 
setting forth their condition. 

Again, four men came to inu^ El-Kadeef Mohammad, El-Sheikh Aioiianunsiu 
Saleh Jum'ah, anil twe others, coming from Saleh Bey Eadl-Allah, They tell of the 
inclination of the Chiefs and prominent men of the Uougola Province and their 
readiness to help both with money and man. The natives of the Doagola Province 
are sufferin'* mnek under tho rule of the dervishes horn the absence of law and order, 
whether political or religious, from the negligence of all learning, from the destruction 
and abandonment of the praying cluipela, and from the disregard and contempt shown 
to all person* of rank and respectability. They, the dervishes, ordered all the natives 
not to cultivate the land after the gathering of the w heat-crop ; thus the people are 
suffering from w ant of food. Tho number of dervishes with MohamnuuUUKheir who 
have been brought down from the Soudan does not exceed COO men. Every week the 
natives of the Don gala Province who are in the vicinity of the dervishes are brought to 
be inumbnUed before Mokammad-el-Eheir. Sheikh Saleh Bey continually makes raids 
upon the dervishes with hi* foot and horse; bis great desire is that tlie Government 
apprise him of the advance of the Egyptian troops ami the day of their advance upon 
Dongola, that he may also advance ogtunst them from the south to shut them in. If 
he had arms and ammunition, he and Said Agha Ahmad, the ex-Goveroor of the 
district of Debbah, and Mohammad Eftendi Hamad, the late Governor of the district 
of Argo, who both are for the Government, would drive out the rebel* from the 
province. The dervishes are convinced that tho natives of Dangola Province would 
not side with them, and are not dealrous of wur, cajpoMally after having seen the 
routing of the dervishes on $ie drat opening of fire in the action, at Koahch, 

Again, there camo a man, Ali Almiad by name, of the people of Khmileen, in 
the Khartoum Moudfrio; he was a Bimkishi (Major) of Bashi-Eiiaouka. When the 
rebels entered Khartoum they took him prisoner, uud sent him to the camp (El-Pcym). 
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He remained fifteen days with Mohammad‘cbKhoir fat Knxmahl. Seventy days ago 
he left Khartoum, moving from place to place until he reached Berberj he 

travelled with Home merchants [ C( dellAM") to ikmgoh ami 1 hence to knrmah. He said 
the dervisites at Berber were about 3,000, whereof 1,000 were Soudanese regulars, who 
arc divided into two parts and are armed with rifles, nit the others havmg speara and. 
swords: their chief domnimder in Berber is IBu-n. the Whet of Waled^-Nniwira. 
There is but little ammunition at Khartoum, because Abno Anja took most of it, ana 
proceeded with his soldier* to .1 cbd-D&yfr. There is tame ammunition at■ ^™ r ' 
brought from Khartoum. 3n Memo (or Marawi, opposite AbooJMm Sfmiifl) ™ 
Emir EUMagrabi, with 500 men from the Bugah [this is probably the camp 
near Qmdurmiml; and 200 men of the f|llowers of Mohamniad-cl-Khcir nre at 
Abuo-Gomsi to guard against Saleh Bey. > lob ammnd-cl-Kite] r h at Kurmah. w u.ii 
him is Abdul Mad j id on tho west bank, so that they ara near ono imothiw, buton 
opposite brinks of the river. With them are about 2 t QOO men. ^ald-el-A mi i* 
somewhere between the limits of the Matos and Bukkftt regions, with WH) wen, 
collect,im* the tithes. Aforesaid Ali Ahmad to come hither to get employ men t in 
tho KJoriirai service, for the rebel* despoiled him of every tiling iw durvtima 
collided all the people of Mabfiss to a place called Dullga, as well m i t he people ol 
SukkM, to proceed and destroy the railroad ; but the people were unwilling to go* 
the dervishes soul they would do the fighting and stand lietwcen any attain ivud the 
natives, while the latter should only he employed m destroy mg the railway Imo to the 
south of Sams. The dervishes thus guarding the railroad destroyers are 400 men , 
but the natives will not figlft if Goverattfflil: troops should go up, for they were brought 
hv force, some from Berber, others from Mfttammafr or from the Jaalm couutyy ■ 
Moreover, two-thirds of the people of Khartoum and Berber pray God for the 
restoration of the Government now that Mohammad Ahmad is dead, Ihe people o 
the Dongola Province, like those of Malin.se and Suhkftl, incline towards tin. 
Government and peace. Saleh Bey is all the time making raids on all whombo 
are on the side of the dervishes. Said informant says, if a body of troop 3,000 strong 
were to go up no one would oppose it, from one and of the Dongok Brovmce to the 
other. Hoofsosaid that the Soudanese [black troops] which are with the dervishes 
incline towards Government, and that there was a quarrel at Khartoum between 
Abdallah el-TVnishi and the Kali fab of Ali, to settle which acme of Emirs met, a* 
Walad-el-N ujoorni, the Emir of Scunaar, and Aboo Our jab, the Emu- ol Giiuurd. 
Informant also said that Wated-afrKujoomi Irnd struck some of the inwates f 
Mohammad id-Kbcfr 1 * heuso for their having delayed in tnrmsluu!* the quota of gram 
required oi them, hut that afterwards he had written him a letter asking panlon. 
Atohimimed^bKhek, frowevar, romaina near Katma3i,aud says he will not move thence 

80 tIicu Farai, the Soudanese, came ; lie is a tdavc of Ali Ai^lia Ahd, the Governor 
6f the Hafeer region. He says that lie ran away from his master because of the bad 
wav in which the dervishes treat the pcuple i feat the people of hubM uork lor tbo 
dervishes only because they am forced, tor they are on the side oi: the Govonuncnt, 
and that all the psopjo of Dongola desire to see the Khedives troops; they ^ 
dervishes afro ordered that the «sakiehs" (wiTter-wheefr) were net to he worked, and 
among them the sakieh of Mb master, Ali Agba Abd, w Inch latter order was given 
jitter informant hail started to come northwards; he left Kanuali about eight days 
ago, and travelled by night; be also said that the Malisuw people refused when called 
upon to go and destroy tM railroad, Hud that Saleh Bey'* tollowera toll upon and 
plunder the dmfrhca,aid beat them; he said that the Soudanese troopsJbliwto] with 
Mohamniad-cl-KUdr arc dissatisfied, and it is quite likely ihat after a time thoy will 
run awuv from him, for want of the Govcrimieut prestige [and dusciplmc to whioli 
iht‘v wore formerly habituated], and also because Mohammad-cl-Kheu' us an unjust 
imta. and is always seeking to rob and plunder people of their lawful goads 

[ have afrorcud a letter sent by Sheik1 1 Muhammad Alimad-el-Aiihanj one of the 
dKtimrufrhwl Ulemas of tho Sukk6t region, and by Sheikh A r acoub Abd-ol-pkder to 
Alimad Bov Djawdat [wlio Is on Shuhdi Paahn'fi staff], to the affect that the rebels and 
leadens nf the pretended Malidifr cause took by toroo ali the people of Malmss mid 
Sukk6t to destrov tho railway, whilst those fieopk or natives want to tight tin- rends 
who have come into their country, but are afraid of the consequences and nf the other 
rebels that are still up-country, such ns Witfrd el-Nujootoi and othcra, ualuss tlioy are 
sure of the support of tiia Gbverament, with which latter ML syinputkizc, and that Sheikh 
Mohammad Noor, of Malian sent asking them tor autofro information; and that 
they ore in great perplexity for want of reliable informat ion, because if it be certain 
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that Government troops arc; proceeding to Ak&dieh or to Koshnli, the natives will 
doubtless rise against the demshes, and that it is earnestly desired that the troops 
come to eillior of those two places. 

Also, the Commanding Officer of the Egyptian troops at 11 all a sent me a letter 
he had received from fourteen Sheikhs and Notables of &ukk6t to the effect that they 
are suffering much from the dervishes after the withdrawal ot the troops from 
Akoshel and Koshete; that after tho dervishes had been beaten and had fled nway, they 
came hack again with increased violence and rapacity agninst^ tho natives, and ordered 
all tho people of Mahass and Sukk6t to go and destroy the railroad; but os the people 
were in favour of the Government, and obedient to it, they at hrat refused, which 
resulted in an armed encount er between dervishes and natives, in which several were 
wounded on both Hde^; by reason oi' all which, rim fourteen writers aforesaid ask 
for help and reinforcement from the Government, lest tho other dervishes from higher 
up the river should come down and revenge their comrades. _ 

Further., T have received three Petitions from the Sheikha and Notables oi oukk6t 
and Malikas, one bearing sixteen, the second seven, and the third eight names. They are 
all to the same effect, namely, that they and t heir fathers and grand fat hep before them 
were subjects of the Egyptian Government, and were in perfect security until the abandon¬ 
ment of Ilongoln. and its evacuation by the troops; that the rebels had now come into 
their country, and were seeking to create disaffection against the Government, and 
had destroyed their sakiehs And taken their crops, and had taken ult able-bodied 
persons to destroy the railroad; they want the Government to all ore! them security 
and notify them beforehand of its intention to send troops, so that they might, join 
them at Ab&hri so that none of the dervishes should escape ; they ;isk to he informed 
and instructed how they are to act. 

I also received a Petition sent me by twenty-nine Sheikhs, and Notables ot the 
SukkAt- district, which is worded thus 

,i We, the petitioners, are the humble slaves ot ITis Highness tho Khedive; wo 
are the Sheikhs and Notables of BukkM district. We have learned from some 
persons passing through our neighbourhood of your Excellences arrival at Haifa, 
This caused na great joy after we had been brought to despair by reason of the 
rumours that lnul been previously circulated that tho Khodivial Government was going 
Lo abandon out country, especially after we had given such proofs oI our obedience by 
furnishing everything that was required of us, and by our services rendered to Iho 
British and Egyptian troops in all sincerity and loyalty, not to mention our well- 
known loyalty long before these commotions. Many of our relatives are always at 
Alexandria cud Cairo and other places in Loafer Egypt, whore they ore employed in 
various employments of trust because of their notorious fidelity. After the military 
forces left, the reliels began to rule over us with all their wickedness, and have mado 
ns mate ignominy in recompense for our sympathy with and obedience to the Govern¬ 
ment, and for our not. having acted like the people <»f the Berber Province, whose 
Inhabitants, however, have 11 uv repented their having gem' against the Government, 
as is told us by individuals who occasionally come down. I a view oi all our real und 
atcadfastness on the side of the Government, wc did not think to ho atiaiidoued by it 
to perish, after all we have done in tho way of seizing any isolated ^ensonfi of the 
rebel party mid bringing them to the proper civil or military authorities. M r lmro is 
the strength of our exalted Government? Where is the peculiar characteristic of the 
British Government? Hues humanity allow of our being thus abandoned as some¬ 
thin" worthless, after we rendered so many services to the army ? Where is tho 
power of the prestige of His Majesty the Khedive? Shall his subjects he loft a prey 
to tho dervishes ? Repeatedly did we prey and supplicate, before any evd had befallen 
us, and offer to build the necessary buddings without recompense, and to furnish all 
simplies- if only wo should not he abandoned 1 But. now they have forced us to break 
un iho railway, If now the Government does not put forth its strength to help us, 
our lives will be lost, our wives ravished, and our infants murdered on t heir nutans’ 
breasts M T e can only say, 1 Wo nro God’s, and unto Him do we all return 1 (verso 
from Korun). Wo have placed our hopes in you; und our great, desire is to bo 
delivered from uuc.li oppression and injustice as no one could imagine any human being 
could bo guiltv of towards a fellow-creature, and that help be afforded u& immediately, 
else wo perish; in which case our lives will be required, at the great day of judgment* 
of those in authority over u& who have left us for no omission, fault, or disobedience 
im anr part. Our exalted Government will not allow us to bo left thus helpless, 
ii. ithcr will the British and Egyptian armies abandon a people that ban served them 
faithfully beyond what could have been required of it. This is the cry of those who- 
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arc threatened with the sword, “Doubtless some notion of our condition, must have 
become known to you from those few who have succaedod in fleeing away, Help us, 
therefore, mid have pity on our wives and infanta, for we are new in the Hanna oi 
those who have no pity. The enemy, however, is weak; and i£ oOD men wore to 

advance no one would meet them or show fight."

We must, therefore, conclude that the body of this information is wrreck aikI 
may bo summed up by saying that all incline towards the Khcdivial Egyptian jfOiuu- 
ment, and are ready to join any adequate force that should occupy Akflsheli, m 
Kosheh, and would co-operate with .such force in preventing the aggression ol tun 
rtvbela. 

Consequently, if the Government listens to the appeal of these uiAorluunto

My Lord, Cairo, July 5, 1886. 

T HAVE thought it right* in connection with the other subjects on which i have 
at different times sent reports to your Lordship, to inquire into the political rights and 
duties of His Highness the Khedive of Egypt, and into the position of Egypt as 
regards the Sultan and his Government. 

I have desired to ascertain how for Egypt may be considered an integral part of 
the Ottoman Empire, and also whether it is merely a province governed by a 
privileged family, or whether it may be considered autonomous, being, as it were, a 
semi-independent State. For this purpose I have received but little assistance from 
documentary evidence. This is comparatively very small, and is chiefly to his found 
in the short collection of Firmans printed by the Foreign Office (1747), which* 
however, is not quite complete. I have found that there are some Firmans not. 
contained in It, and these I shall endeavour to secure. 

Tho Firman fay which the family of Mohamed All was established as a 
privileged family is the foundation of the present political system of Egypt. It is 
dated the 1st June, 1841, and is to lie found in the Foreign Office collection. From 
this Finnan it is plain that Egypt wns Intended to remain part of the Ottoman 
Empire on the sumy rooting as the other provinces, but that the ftmcdidnflrj then 
named m its Ruler was to enjoy certain privileges restricted to himself and his family. 
The Firman begins by a recital of the knowledge and experience which Mohamcd AJi 
had already acquired by his long rule of Egypt. The government of the country was 
then granted to him with hereditary prerogatives, but his position as a Governor was 
in other respects not altered, The following are the words explaining his position 
“ Although thy Toshas of Egypt have the hereditary enjoyment of the Government, 
they must, nevertheless, ns regards degree anil precedence, he placed on the same line 
as other Ymera. They will be treated m such by the Sublime Porto, from whom they 
will receive the same titles us those given to this other Governors of provinces." They 
were merely empowered to excrete administrative action, and had no legislative 
power, whether political or commercial, either in Egypt itself or in its eolations with 
foreign countries, In the third paragraph it was prescribed that tho HattFSheriff 
promulgated at Gut hand, and tlrnt all Treaties existing or hereafter to be nude hrf ween 
the Salilime Forte and Friendly Powers wore to he executed in every respect in the 
Province of Egypt, and the laws of the Empire, made or to ho made, to bu introduced 
In Egypt, but adapted in their details to local circumstances and tho customs of the 
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population. AH taxes and revenues were to he collected in Egypt in the Imperial 
■flfliH, j. The Egyptians, being subject to the Sublime Porte, were to have their tithes, 
duties, and other tuxes collected conformably with the equitable system followed by 
the Shaitan's Government. 

Money was to be coined in Egypt, but. to he in form and value the same as those 
of pieces struck at the Imperial Mint at Constant iaople, and to bear the name and 
designation of the Sultan. 

The army was fixed at a number sufficient for the local administration of the 
“ Province of Egypt," and was never to be increased under any pretext, “ but the 
military and naval forces of Egypt, being essentially destined forthc service of the 
Sublime Forte, the number could in time of war he Increased in Ihe proportion which 
the SulWs Government thought necessaryffi Egypt was to have the same flag, and 
the officers wore to bear tire same uniform and murks of distinction as those of 
Turkey. Egyptian naval office m were to he dressed as Turks, and the ships wore to 
carry tho sumo Ihig. The Bosliit of Egypt would name officers of the army and navy 
up to the grade of Ofaloncl* but ffar the higher grades the consent of the Sultan was 
necessary, The Pashas of Egypt were not henceforth to build any vessel of war 
without having previously obtained the consent of the Sublime Forte. 1 here was 
uboa condition inserted, which lm never been carried out, namely, that. 400 Egyptian 
troops should he sent annually to Constantinople. On the other hand, a certain 
latitude was allowed as to the duration of nemos, in order that the 1 mbits of the 
Egyptians might he consulted. 

jyj these conditions were attached in the strictest man iter to the hereditary 
privilege, and it. was laid down that if any one of them were not executed, the 
hereditary prerogative should at that very moment he abrogated and cease to exist. 

At the eud o£ tins Firman there is one very important, instruction. The new 
Pasha is tohl sedulously ta avoid anything which w ould resemble «position, to work 
without ceasing to insure the. welfare and the tranquillity of the inhabitants of Egypt, 
protecting them against all injustice and vexation; and ha was enjoined to ask for 
orders on all important questions which interested the country. An instance has been 
trjven me in illustration of the term “important questions,'' Mohamed Ah, when 
about to erect the “ barrage'* of tho Nila, found that lie was expected to consult the 
Sultan on the subject, as being an important work for tho country. This obligation lie 
skilfully avoided by dedicating the work to the Sultan, whoso name was given to it, and 
by writing him a letter informing him of the dedication. During M, dunned Alts time, 
a great latitude was certainly allowed him on account of his career and experience. 
Bv n Setter addressed by the Grand Virior to Mohfcmed All, the Firman Eh very much 
developed; the principles of the Hntti-Slieriff of Gulhano were strongly impressed 
upon Ike founder of the family, and he was informed that * us being one of the 
principal Ministers of the 8 nidi me Forte ” His Highness was tn use every effort to 
render* in concert with the others Ministers, all services to 11 our legitimate POiu&Mh 
and our benefactor." 

The tribute was settled at 80,000 purses, 

From tlio foregoing it will be seen (hat it was not intended by the Forte and the 
Powers who concurred in the Treaty, to make any change whatever in tho jjolitical 
condition of Egypt, beyond that of giving to the reigning family hereditary rights of 
administration with power to apply the laws bf tho Empire, with the variations necessi¬ 
tated by local exigencies* _ , 

Mohamed Ali governed in m imperious but in a just manner; he established 

toleration in religion,* encouraging find employing the Christians on tho same footing 
as Mussulmans, and his proceedings w ere always correct t 

In fad h a considerable sympathy grew up between him and the Sultan. ^ In ISio 
and iS-iG, while Ibrahim Pasha was in France, his father arranged to bo invited to 
Constautinopl e.

Mohmned .Via in lfl-iG went out of his mind, and IbmUuu Pasha, Ins son, was 
invested in his place by the Sultan after a visit to Constantinople, Ibrahim Pasha 
died at the end or two months, and Abbas Pasha succeeded him. At that time there 
wii§ a feeling amongst the great functionaries who had been ennehod by^ grants of land 
from Mobamed Ali, to institute some sort of Council which might limit the absolute 
power of the Viceroy, and for this purpose they relied on the assistance oi the 1 'orre. 
Abba* Paslm repaired to Constantinople for invi^tilure, placed himself on good tevnis 
■with the Sultan and with Rescind Pasha, and managed to obtain from the Porto tor 
these functionaries promotions,, places, and Governorships, exiting those whom .to 
could not otherwise got rid of. At the same time, he managed to place himself m high 
favour with the Sultan and his Miui&tere. He was warned, however, &gam&t any aetthat 
might luring tho English to Egypt, :uid specially he was not to make the railway from 
Alexandria to Suez, for fear that Egypt should fall under the domination oi England- 
On Iris return he showed a certain desire to slight the European element, and this 
feeling created for him. considerable hostility in Europe itstdr* At the same lime he 
considered, on the death of Meheniet Ali, that ho might act arbitrarily towards 1 11 ■- 
family in respect to tlio mheritnnoe of their father, it not being decided what could be 
considered the private property of the deceased Tarim. Some members of Mohamed 
AI its faniilv then repaired to Constantinople to complain of the injustice done to them, 
and the Porte, thinking to resume over Egypt the power which they conaufarcd had 
been unduly diminished, attempted to insist on the application to Egypt ot tho 
Tanzhnat or the reformed Code, founded on the Hatti-Sheriff of GullutnA Tn this the 
Porto was very much supported by Sir Stmt ford Canning, and as Ablins Farim, tor 
different reasons, resented the application of the Tanzimat, Turkey represented the 
libera! dement, while Egypt appeared in a despotic guise. 

Sir Stratford Canning's idea waa, it is said, that of Kiisohid larirn, viz., that 
Egypt desired to be entirely separate from Turkey- The Grand Vizier of Abbas 
Pasha, who was at that time at Constantinople, accepted the Tanaimat on which. 
Xu bar Pasha was dispatched on a mission to the Porte, lie endeavoured to es plain 
that, the desire of the opponents of Abbas Itesha tor a Council would, it gratified, 
substitute a Mameluke Government for that of the Representative of the Sultan, 
while the enforced application of the Code of the Tonzinmt ta Egypt would tic the 
hand of tlin Viceroy in the protection of British travellers, ns it took away from him 
the power of confirming or disallowing sentences of death. 

About that time the overland route had been opened, and the mail and passenger 
service from Alexandria to Suez had made cotiridetablo progress. 

Abb 3 is Pnsliu, on tho return of Xubav Pasha, determ sued to make a railway from 
Alexandria to Rucn, By this means be hoped to conciliate England, and to obtain her 
support in his contest* with the Porte. The point was then raised whether the 
creation of this work was one of those important questions which had to be referred 
to the Porte; and, in fact, a* has before been mentioned, the Porte looked with great 
dread on an Ltndartaking which it w:ui decimal would ptma; Egypt very much in the 
hands of the English, ana still further shako its connection with the Supreme Power. 
Thev argued that it was not an internal work which could coma within tho limits of 
administration granted to the Pasha. It was to extend from sea to sen, and thus 
involved questions of external commerce which appertained to the Sovereign Power. 

Lord Palmerston, then in office, did not consider that the question of the railway 
should be submitted to the Porte, and his views were transmitted to Sir Stratford 

After a mission by Nub&r Paulin to Lord Palmerston, Fund Furim was want to 
Egypt to settle tho questions at issue between Abbas Pasha and lhe Porte, namely, 
Ih’J railway, i he application of the Tanzim&t, and the succession of Mobamod Alb 

The LmI question was settled by a compromise, and the railway was allowed to 
be made from Alexandria to Cairo j but it waa to lie constructed with Egyptian 
money, without any loan or issue, and could not at any time lie cither sold or 

mortgaged to foreigners. . . ,. G .* 

Finally, hy a Finnan, the TMuxhnat was introduced, with certain modifications, 
for eight yen re, during which time the remission or confirmation of capital sentences 
passed by the Tribunals was given to the Viceroy. 
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It will thus be scan that, up to the time of the Pieman thus given to Abbas 
Pasha, the administration of Egypt was kept, strictly within the limits of an ordinary 
Government, .No doubt, during the rule of Mohiftugd Ah, his summary manner of 
dealing with men and things might occasionally have overstepped the boundaries of 
lus p[>wer ■ but, on the whole, ho and his successor* honestly carried out the terms oil 
yriiich the hereditary rights bad horn conferred on the family. _ „ , 

■\t. tho begiiming of 1ho Crimean IVar, Egypt seat a considerable contingent in 
support of the Sultan's belligerency, and thus in every respect fulfilled the conditions 

of a subiGct province. . 

During the rule of Said Pasha a Firman was issued giving tern certain newrtgnts. 
lie was allowed to Increase the army to !M)jj0Q0 men, to establish some difference 
between the coinage of Egypt and that of the Imperial Government, and to confer 
civil grades up to that of Sanich, the second rank of the first class* 

The railway wo* prolonged to Suez. 

These privileges, however, did not alter the spirit of the first Firman and the tics 
of Egypt to the Empire, as an illustration of which Said Pasha thought hlmsclf bomid 
to ask the authorisation of the Supreme Government for the formation of a Navigation 
Company, on tho ground that it might contain European shareholders, thus involving 
international considerations. But the great feature ot Saul Hashes Viceroynlty which 
tended to confirm more than anything else tho rights of the Sultan wore the negotia¬ 
tions in connection with the Concession and the construction of the Suez Umal ; it 
was then estebliahed that the Firman of the Porte was indispensable for the ooutmim* 
tion of the work. M. do Les&eps endeavoured to proceed without such authorizatioUj 
and after nuvnv negotiations, principally conducted by Xu bar Pasha id Tar is, lb o 
discussion ended in the arbitration of the Emperor Napoleon III, under which tend cm 
either side of the Canal was given hack to the Egyptian Government; the Sweet¬ 
water Canal was also surrendered, and the right of corvee which bad been given 
to M, do Lessens was abolished. IVben ihc lauds to he surrendered to tho Govern¬ 
ment were mapped out, it was done under the superintendence oi an Imperial 
Commissioner, tho Sultan by that means asserting his authority as territorial 

In ISfifi a new Finnan was issued, In which tho rights given to Said Pasha were 
confirmed and the order of succession was changed. In return for this tho tribute

At that time there were Livo influences existing at Constantinople: one was infs 
Sultan and tho other the Porte. lamail Pasha thought that by placing himsc'f on 
good terms. with the former 1m might obtain considerable privileges, and render 
himself independent of the Governmental authority of the Porte- Ho sent troops to 
suppress the insurrection in Camlifi, and at the same time entered into negotiations 
with the Chiefs of the Greeks, so as to embarrass* the Porte, mul oblige it to give to 
him, or to his souk, the government or dominion of that island. He nourished ideas ot 
adding Svria to the Viceroy alty of Egypt, and even the Hedjaft, wilhjome vague idea 
that he could at u future i>eriod obtain the Caliphate- Ho consequently wrote a bitter 
to the Sultan, which waw delivered by his Itepresentative ut Constantinople, asking tor

An unlimited army.

Permission to found an Order.

Agent* created great amraosity at thfe Forte, and also witJi the foreign Ambassadors, 
■who wore adverse to the idea of a separation of Egypt Hie letter was sent hack to the 
Agent, with the intimation that, if he ever presented any other demand ol" a similar 
nature, ho should bo expelled from Constantinople, The viceroy then sent for Unbar 
Pasha, who was at Paris, to consult him os to the course he had better pursue, Ismail 
Pasha, whose head seems to have been turned by the alteration of the order of succession, 
put forward still further claims* but claims of a modified nature, basing his demand ou 
the importance of tin? Province of Egypt, which assimilated it to Mokio-Walbichia. 

Nubar Pasha pointed out to the Viceroy that if whs impossible to put forward 
such pretensions, lie showed him that, as fares Constantinople was eonoeraed, he 
woa practically iudcpcndenb hut that tile iindependence of Egypt was really limited by 
the Oouauls and Europeans* and that the aim of the Viceroy should be to loan on 
Constantinople, so as to free himself and his country from the abuses caused by the had 
interpretation of iho Capitulations, which made Europeans masters of the country, 3 F 
he sought Tor a real independence* this was tlni direction in which it would be found, 
Nubat Pasha cited an analogy from Mohumed All, If that Ruler could liave 
disciplined the Mamelukes, be would not have destroyed them hut utilized Hi cm, It was 
impossible to destroy the Europeans who conducted the commerce of the country. By 
submitting them to a law, be would regularize their position, but, before so doing, ho 
must .submit to a law himself, 

fn order to lead the Europeans to abandon the abuses derived from the 
Capitulations, and to submit themselves to a legal system, the Viceroy must be able to 
present to commerce certain advantages, which might induce the Europeans to 
relinquish powers which were profitable only to some individuals. 

in my despatch No. of the 22nd February 1 discussed at some length the 
formation of the Mixed Tribunals, The idea of these institutions took formal shape at 
this period, Kuhar Pasha then persuaded the ex-Khedive that it would be better, 
instead of putting forward exaggerated demands, to Tsk for permission to conclude 
Customs Conventions with the Powers, :md to treat with them for the regularization of 
the relations of Egypt with foreigners residing there, and for establishing in Egypt the 
institutions most adapted to the wants of the country. 

Nulmr Pasha was then dispatched to Goiisfamtroaplej where ho found the whole 
community strongly prejudiced* not only against the Viceroy, but against himself, from 
the notion that the Viceroy had acted on French suggestions convoyed through him. 
He found great diilieulty hi combating Ibis impression; but. after negotiations with 
Fund und Ali Pualiaa, who were then in power, the emissary of the Viceroy succeeded 
in obtaining the Firman of the isth June, 1867, This is very short* hut contains 
the elements and the germs of a great elflmge in the position of Egypt, In the Hirst 
place, the personal vanity of Ismail Paslia was gratified by the title of Khedive. 
Ismail Pasha. a$ has been said before, had desired fho title; of Aziz* because it was the 
title given to Joseph in the Koran, and because lie thought it would place him in a 
different position from the Governors of other provinces, even to the extent of giving 
him the designation of “ Majesty.” There were objections, however* to conferring on 
him this title. It is one of the ninety*nine special appellations and attributes of God* 
meaning “ The Powerful, 1 f or 44 The .Mighty One," mud it was also the title and name of 
the Sultan Abdul Am. The designation of Khedive* or KhMisv,” was that selected, 
aud the title Khodivct" given to the Viceroyalty* with hereditary succession* 

The meaning of Khedive is that of minor Sovereign, and the word comes from the 
Persian- The promise was given, at. the- time that it was conferred on Ismail Pasha, 
that it should not he grunted to any other Governor of a province, isVilwir Pasha 
obtained from the Porte, in addition to this title, two very important concessions, viz,* 
that, while the fundamental laws wore to he based on the principled laid down in the 
Imperial llo&cript of tiulliand, still that, *• Inasmuch as tiio internal administration of 
the province, and, consequently* its financial, material, and oilier interests ore confided 
to the Government of Egypt* in order to preserve and extend these interests, it is 
permitted to the Cloveramcnt of Egypt to frame such Regulations ay may seem 
necessary in the form of * special Tatmmut for flic interior.' In like manner, while all 
the Treaties of the Sublime Porto must be respected in Egypt* an exception is made 
only as regards IK- customs duties and a a regards foreigners in matters relative to 
police, postal, and transit services, for which full powers are given to thee to enter into 
apeeini arrangements with foreign Agents* but such arrangements must not take the 
form of Treaties or Conventions haring any political signification or purport."

four different ron&s, and to four different markets, would prevent tile collection of 
crowds in one spot, and would enable the authorities without difficulty to exercise an 
t'fTident Control over the Egyptian traders, .The latter would not expose flioni solves to 
tJie risk of a journey over tiie frontier, and any depredations in the Soudan itself would 
be at the cost of the Soudanese importer, and not of the Egyptian merchant. 

Wore «ueh depredations to 1)0 practised they would not Iasi, long, and they would 
go farther to alienate the population against the depredators. 

Tour Lordship will have perceived from the relations of Youssouf F&slia Shuhdi 
that the recent mid against the railway was nothing more than a marauding piece of 
mischief, and that the resident population took part in it with reluctance. A stronger 
feeling of self-assertion would grow up whenever it is brought, home by experience to 
the mind of a population not sufficiently educated to. reason or theorize that their 
material welfare will be greatly Increased by withstanding the imperious truculence of 
the fanatics who are now making life intolerable to the hulk of their fellow- 
countrymen, 

A measure such ns I venture to propose can oiJy bo argued on inference, pro¬ 
bability, and appreciation; and I think the weight of probability is in favour of these 
views. The. v\ I donee we have goes to show that the majority of the Soudanese are 
sick of war and anxious for peace* If this be brought within, their reach unobtrusively 
by the ordinary methods of commerce, that majority will, I venture to think, be noon 
led to revolt against the tyranny and rapacity of the fanatical minority. 

Sir I'rode rick Stephenson, at my request, telegraphed to ask General Butler for an 
unbiassed opinion on my view*; the mult is embodied in the telegram I seat to your 
Lordship on the 24th ultimo. 

Apart from the considerations I have already urged, there are others connected 
with the trade and revenue of Egypt, and also with the English trade in the Soudan* 
which I am told is considerable, especially in Manchester goods. Those considerations 
cannot, of comae, be placed in competition with military requirements, but if they can 
he conciliated with the views of the military authorities they ore of very leading 
importance. 

Sir Frederick Stephenson attaches very great weight to the opinion, and experience 
of General Butler, who lias just arrived, and whom I have requested to give me his 
views on the subject in the form of a Memorandum, I need hardly add that the 
opinions of Moukhtor, Nubar, and Abdel K a tier Pashas, founded uk they are on a long 
and varied study of Oriental, and especially Arab, politics, should not be lightly 
dismissed. Monk liter Pasha administered Yemen for three years in a very successful 
manner, Nubar Pusha lias been mixed up in tbe affaire of the Soudan ever since the 
time of Mohamed Ali, his brother having been killed in an expedition to that country, 
a» Governor-General of which Abdel Kader Pasha achieved a considerable reputation. 
All three are In favour of the removal of the blockade. 

In conclusion, I would beg leave to point out to your Lordship that If Her 
vlajestyh Government, decide on the experimental step now proposed, and if, as the 
resul t of It, I he Soudanese refrain in the autumn from any I'ormidablo attack on the 
frontier, one principal obstacle will be removed from the calm and rapid consideration 
e? the reorganization, of the army and all the other important questions connected with 
the future of Egypt.

Import received at the Khedive* x Cabinet from Yommf Pasha Sktthdi at Haifa, inclosed 

in fun letter of June 21 , 1886. 

(Translation,) 

I HAVE the honour to submit this Report most respectfully to Ills Highness* 
It contains a summary of the information I have been able to obtain from the 17th 
instant up to date. 

Four individuals come to me, two from Snrkamutto anti two from the inland called 
A ns at t i ill tile SukkiU- district. Prom thorn I loan u:l1 that they had h?fl ttaiv home 
four days ago; until then only about 300 dnrviahes bad conic to their ucighi>oiur , hood 
armed with s words and spears; all the people of the two districts of Mabftss and 
BukkoE bave agreed that they will fight the dervishes if they see Government troops. 
I hose four |Miraoni heard that a skirmish (or quarrel) had occurred between the 
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dervishes and tbe natives, which latter will he glad to hear of the coming up of troops; 
they also presented to mo a Petition sealed by twenty-two persons, Notables, tacikhs, 
mid natives of the two districts aforesaid* the gutatonco of which is oa follows;-— 

11 We have long hoped for reinforcement from the Government, which we hope will 
not abandon us to the contempt and Ignominy we arc experiencing at the hands of the 
rabble that has been brought together to rah and plunder; wo comfort ourselves 
that the Government must some day return and deliver ns from these wicked men, who 
pretend with their tongues what they do not think in their hearts; when the. troops 
abandoned Kostah and Akoahoh the. oppression increased and our goods were 
confiscated; we learned from some of the spies of the rebels that your Excellency has 
arrived at Haifa, this gave us great joy; hut the rebels contradict the news of your 
arrival there; on the 5th of the current month we sent: a Petition to his Excellency the 
Minister of War, eutFlciently describing our present state; we now present this Petition 
begging for help and reinforcement because of our former ]oysuty, obedience, and 
services; we, and indeed the generality of the people of this Moudirich, continue 
determined to obey the Government, ami when we see troops coming we will join 
them; we beg you to deliver us from a set who have lost all mercy nnd pity and to 
save our families.” (End of epitome of Petition.) 

Two Government spies come to me saying they had left Hafeer ten days ago; 
they heard that all the dervishes now occupmg the Dongola Province are stationed as 
follows :■— 

150 men w ith Mohammcd-el-Kheir. 

2,350 men under the Emir Ahthd Mfljid, who has taken them and gone to oppose 
Saleh Bey; of them about 500 ran away. 

500 men or thereabouts are in the neighbourhood of Akashch ; with them arc a 
number of natives from Mahass and SukkAt for the work of destroying the railroad* 

The last-mentioned 500 dervishes are, however, not united with the natives, and 
there Is great disagreement between them; these two spies also hoard that there arc in 
the neighbourhood of Kharmah four guns without ammunition, but that the rebels 
filled a few' taxes with stones to impose upon and frighten the ignorant 

The dervishes shove enumerated have been brought from Berber, Khartoum, and 
the upper parts of the Soudan, and most of them are cither too old or too young to bo 
of any efficiency m warfare; and wore it not for them fear of their Emir’s wrath, most 
of them would come over to the side of the Government; tho great majority of tho 
natives of Bongoln Province ate in favour of the Government. Sheikh Saleh Bey 
wrote to the rebels saying he could not submit to them nor unite with them, and that 
lie is ready to give them tattle wherever they wish; al! the leading men of the 
Dongola Province arc unfavourable to Mob&rmocd-eKKheir; this we noticed and heard 
for ourselves; the rebels have put spies upon the natives to sec whether any of them 
are In conmiunication with the Government; the natives and the Bedouins would bs 
able to soke the* dervishes if they should be positive as to the advance of troops into 
the Soudan, hut are afraid such an advance will not ta realized, in which case they 
fear the coming down of more dervishes from the south to punish their conduct, 

Again, two Egyptian soldiery came who hod been at Khartoum. They mid they 
had hoard that. Abdul Mftjid had been killed by SyJeh Bay (id a light), and that tho 
natives, of Mali ass and Sufckbt, after having destroyed a certain amount of the railway 
line, under the orders of the dervishes, bad returned to their homes; that the natives, 
from Berber clear down te Haifa, are for the Government, and desire the restoration of 
the former state of things, which tendency manifested itself in this, that tho people 
helped them (the two soldiers) on their journey and gave them food, and told them 
which roads to take and which way was the safest to avoid dervishes. These 
Informants even said there was no longer any stare of rifle* or ammunition at Khartoum, 
os the Emir A boo Anja had token what remained and gone to attack KordoEan ; that 
thoswf who heartily want war are the dcrvisibes who came from the regions above 
Khartoum, while ill tho rest of the multitude dors not want war, uud all who can rim 
away. 

Also, Taha Ahxoad Shcreef came to me. lie is a Notable of tavrass, lie crime 
from Ko&heh, wliUher he had been taken and kept, under arrest for suspicion of having 
sent intelligence regarding the dervishes to the troops patrolling near lus vilingo* The 
said Ttilui escaped from confinement and came tare. While lie was at Kostah h« 
heard that a. letter had been received from Atokammed-ol-Kheir tolling the new s of the 
arrival of the advance guard of Wolad-ol-N^jocuni's troops at Khan dak, the rest of them 
being in the Shngiah country* He hoard from tho dervishes that after tho breaking up 
of the railway they would go to KumisU; when ho inquired of hk colleagues, the 
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Sheikhs of Mohoss and Sukk&t, about the real contents of that letter from :Viol« 
d-Kheir they told Ivim the report was a pure falsehood importing to «*»

Memorandum up<m the Reopening of f AWe between Egypt and the Soudan* 

I CONSIDER the reopening of trade between Egypt and the Soudan to be 
desirable for the following reasons s-—, 

1, Because the prohibition of trade sets against us the feelings of the mercantile,, 
carrying, and consuming olasaea in Egypt and the Soudan, 

2. Because it does not prevent the introduction into the Soudan of the class of 
supplies moat desired by the dervishes, such && copper caps, fulminates, powder, Ac., 
oil of which articles can he easily smuggled, 

3* Because it, fosters a wide and far-reaching spirit of smuggling, thereby creating 
an illicit carrying trade, to which the country is eminently favourable, which in turn 
demands fresh supplies to keep it going. This trade will necessarily seek the kind of 
merchandise which will beat repay its hazard. 

4 . Because prohibition tends to exasperate the native riverain .population against 

us* The people between EbeloIl and Wady Haifa have always depended upon trade as 
their principal mean* of support. Debarred from trade these people suffer severely 5 
and since they will attribute their sufferings to us, they will naturally welcome dervish 
mvadera as their dolivei'ers. , 

5, Because ahseace of trade creates a blank in our knowledge of what, is going 
on ia the Soudan, Excepting through deftertera from the dervishes, or by mszm of 
our spies, WO get little or no information of the real state of affairs, A curtain has 
been drawn between the two countries which the constant pas&ing to and fro of 
traders would do much to remove. All the information, which it js possible tor the 
dervishes to want about us they can now receive, but our information about, them is 
very meagre. The interchange of trade would insure the receipt of better information 

on our part , 

fi. Because the chief export to the Soudan, In the event of trade being reopened* 
would he English Manchester goods. The return export would consist of gum, drugs, 
and money. I regard this last item a& certain to flow out of the Soudan, and there¬ 
fore | think that reopening trade would tend to deplete tho dervish Treasury oi this 
sinews of war. The longer disturbances exist in the Soudan the mote desirous must 
the merchants be tq get their money out of the country ; trade would give them that 
opportunity, 

7. Because while trade is prohibited out frontier and the country lying behind on* 

frontiermtt&t always be kept in n condition of chronic opposition to us; one pfttrek, 
searchings, and seizures must tend to the exasperation of the people againU. ns. 
From tins state of things to one of active friendship with our enemies is but a short 
step. The pcopfe behind mir frontier will come to wish for a- dervish advance in the 
hope that it would mean to them relief from existing burdens. . 

8, I regard the objections to trndo from a military point of view to consist chiefly 
in the assumption that a reopening of commercial intercourse would allow eonntdev- 
able supplies of grain to bo collected between Wady Haifa and. Akasheb* where- these 
supplies might be used by a dervish army advancing to attack our trontior. I uo not 
shore that belief. I consider that a dervish anay striking at Haifa must, depend lor 
its Sapphos upon Dongola and Shagiyeh. Cargoes of grain eoUecud at t he la sd of

Resume of News, June 2U27, 

A MAS tailed Bakl-el-Dcek f originally of Moujab, and a Bashi-Bawnk of' Berber, 
arrived lately with the rebels ivho came to destroy the railway. He the following 

information „ „ , , 

The work of destroying the railvmy took place at night; MohEtmcd-el-Kucir had 
about 2 t fl00 fotlofforB at Karnieli* and Abdul Majid bad GOO ; these latter took the 
principal part in inducing the people to join in the work. 

The inhabitants of Berber arc divided into two parties t the Okdeli Kings, who are 
partisans of the Government-, rather a big tribe; and Abdul Majid’s tribe* who are 
against the Government. As tor the Dongola people. they al] wish to havo the Go \ orn- 
ment oacti again* and so does Saleh Bey, bheihh oi tb£ Kabbabish ? who keeps attacking 

the rebels at every opportunity. . 

Ahdnlk Saufshi writes to Mohamed-el-Kheir, desiring him to fight againthe 
Government, Mohained-ol-li heir answers that it is impossible for Mm to do so at present, 
as most of Ms followers have deserted him and gone to their homes. After destroying 
the line* Mohauiqd-el-Khoir will go back to Berber, and both Osman Azrah and 
Morghani will act in his place, 

Abdul Ivadman*el-Fejaimi la coming to Dongok; moat of this Emirs lorce is 
composed of Soudancao regulars and Egyptians, with nine gnus. BnkUl-Deek hears 
that if Nejurni cornea, most of hU men will desert him and go over to the Government, 
The followers of Mohamed Abou Kejumi at Khartoum are also longing for the Govern¬ 
ment* but are afraid of Abdalla Baa'ink 

The Bhoukri&h* the Dnhoxuah* Um-cBSefcoor, and Okdoh Arabs arc all peaceably 
inclinetL The Ha&sameh are persuaded to follow the Mnlidi by Mohamcd-cl-Aaia, who 
belongs to their tribe; but Balal-el-Deek heard from Irtris-d-Famrri himself (Sheikh 
of the llaasanieh) that they were secretly well-disposed towards the Government, 

Mohamed-d-Kheir k constantly requested to come to Khartoum ; lie is afraid of 
being killed by Swtffthi, Anyhow it k certain that he is going. The Dervishes at 
Jtobatab are 100 strong* under Dokor Sliababi, son of Mohamed Abou Moral The 
Sakkichs of Dongola, from Males to Sukkoot, are in good order, but from Edibu to 
Merawi most of them are destroyed. The crops and vegetation have been consumed by 
the rebela and their cattle. Most of tlie march ants have gone to the Eastern Soudan 
since the fight with the English. 

Mohamed Wad Hae&an, of the UeulAmer of Kos&ah, was taken prisoner by Osman 
Digna and sseut to Khartoum, lie succeeded in escaping trpm captivity through a 
relation of Uk, ft dork of Saaysbi a, and came to Dongolu, and thence here. This man 
informed me that the Bhoukrieli, the Haiudcb* and the Dftlmuflb were all well disposed 
to the Government, , . 

A person called Tonssoui' Joodali, wlio was at Darner teach mg the people agri¬ 
culture, arrived lately and stated that all the people from the Shaggich country up to 
SfcLkkot wkh for Hie Government, The followers of Mchurned-el-Kheir have been sent* 
BOinc to destroy the railway and others to attack Saleh Bey. All the Dervishes are 
afraid of the Turks (soldiers)* and dread their attack, Said Ahmed confirmed thus 
statement* and added that the rebels were guttering of hunger and want of clothing. 
After destroying the line they retired southwards. 

Daoud-cl-aouiftni of Berber* who came down with Mobamed-ul-Kheir as a groom* 
stated that the said Emir brought down with him 500 Dervishes p and Abdul Majid 
about 3,000, including those who were killed at Kusbeh. Many of them ran away on 
account of hunger, and others have gone to Abou Gouosi; those remaining at Kftnnuh 
are very few in number, with about thirty hoses of anon unit ion, containing few cart¬ 
ridges* and four guns lying on the ground. The rations distributed to the people are 
only one kirftt to every live men, either of barley or beans.

The Viceroy replied denying the purchase of otittF and saying 1 that the negotiations 
of Nubar Pasha w* with the knowledge of the L’tijfc and arguing that: if he had 
made a loan it was in accordance with the Firm a as, and that, moreover, he had 
informed the Sultan tr&ti race before contracting it. 

The Powers unofficially intervened, and an arrangement was made by which the 
Khedive surrendered hifl iron-clads as a present to the Sultan, In consequence* a 
Firman, dated the 20tli November, 1809* was issued, in which the explanations he had 
<nven ■with regard to arms and ships of: war were accepted. Hie attention was especially 
called to the financial administration of Egypt, and he was prohibited from issuing loans, 
in foreign countries without the preliminary sanction of the Porte, Aali Pasha observed 
that the facility of issuing loans would be the perdition oi Egypt, In all times money 
had been raised in Egypt itself at usurious rates* and the issue of loans abroad certainly* 
in the first, instance, reduced the burdens of Egypt, hut the extravagance and tho 
ambition of the Khedive Ismail naturally excited the anxiety of the Porte, not 011 I 3 as 
to the relations of Egypt with Turkey, but as to the prosperity of Egypt itaeli. _ 

The Firman of 13U0 seems to have been wisely designed* and, if persisted in and 
carried out with care* might have prevented many of the evils which have since 
befallen the country. But the Khedive Ismail was not inclined to accept the 
decisions of this Finnan ns definitive, and by spending large sums of money in gifts 
both to the Sultan and to influential personages at Couatantinople he obtained a further 
Firman, issued on the lOtli September, 1372, in which all restrictions were taken away 
from liia power of issuing foreign loa 
By a further a Xkat |f of the 251 
loans abroad was conferred upon the 

restrictions whatever, __ . . . . 

The effect of this decision may he seen at a glance. The Khedive, plunging into 
wild expenditure* seemed to think that there was no limit to his powers of borrowing, 
Between 18G2 and 18C3 the total amount of the loans contracted, including the Hall¬ 
way Loan, was 33,887*00^. These had also served to payoff internal km da on current 
account pieviously in existence. But* hegmning w ith 187F up to 1878, the date of 
Mr, Cave's visit to Egypt, further loans were raised to the amount of M,222,QflO(,, one 
loan of 32,1)00,0GDI. having been issued in 1873. 

The late Khedive, in the same train of thought, obtained from the Forte a Firman 
consolidating nil tlm previous Firmans and Kinds Tloiunayoum which had been issued 
Horn the foundation of the hereditary right given to Mr.diem.ct Ali. He feared the 
penal clauses oi’ the other Firmans which would enable the Porte to punish him by 
forfeiture for acts of spoliation or injustice, lie lmd appropriated groat- parts of the 
landed property of the country, and by his acts of rapacity ami oppression ho had 
mndcred himself liable to the justice of his Sovereign, This new Finnan seems 
intended to k the Charter of the privileges henceforward to he enjoyed by the 
Khedivial familv, and, replacing tiia Firman of 1811, gives to the Khedive rights 
which, if not entirely inconsistent with those of a subject Governor, certainly gave him 
great opportunities for developing very ambitions designs. 

The order of succession, as altered, was confirmed to the Governorship of Egypt, 
toother with that of the Kaimakamats of Suakiu and Massownh, The Khedive 
obtained the right of naming the Regent in case of the minority of his heir, but, 
provision was made for his omitting this formality, thus placing the Regency out of 
ioiich of the Forte, A minor Khedive was to receive his Firman immediately, and to 
become of age at IS, 

The civil and financial administration of the country was confuted to the Khedive, 
and he was authorised to make internal Regulation a and Laws whenever they were 
uoomarw The word K Laws " was an addition to the Finnan of 1807, which contains 
only the phrase " Regulations” or "Special Tanrimat of the Interior/' The Khedive 
was further authorized to renow and contract, so long m he did not infringe on the 
Political Treaties of the Porte, Conventions with tlio Agents of foreign Powers for 
Customs* commerce* and all the relations which concern foreigners* and all the interior 
and other affairs of the country* and that with the object of developing commerce 
and industry, and to regulate the police of foreigners* as welt as their situation and 
their relations w ith the Government mid the population. 

The Firman of 1857 did not allude to Conventions of Commerce, but. only to 
those of Customs, 

The Khedive was given* m before, the complete and entire disposal oi the tinan- 
ciul affairs of the counter. Ho was to have full power to contract abroad without 
authorization, In tho name of the Egyptian Government* any loan* when over ho 
thought it necessary.

The Khedive, however, could not build iron-dads without the consent of ms

The differences Established by this Firman were m follows 

The Khedive obtained the power of making Conventions, not only as to customs 
duties which concerned Egypt alone, hut as to commerce, which were practically 

Treaties* . , 

Tier was unrestricted In the number of his army* and the construction of ships 

except ii'on-eMs, 

He was empowered to make not. only Regulations, but Laws. . 

The reference to the Porte of important questions was entirely Omitted, and the 

Khedive became absolutely master or Egypt, 

The tribute was fixed ns before at" 150*000 purses* but there is no doubt that 

privately tho cost of this Firmaii was enormous. , „ # - 

Within threo years of the issue of this hist instrument tbo evil effects or it became 
apparent. The Khedive launched into every species of expense and speculation* and 
tried still further to consolidate his position by the accumulation of a large private 
fortune* raised from the labour and taxation of Ids subjects, 

A crash soon ensued. Attempt after attempt was made to remodel his fixmncia] 
position. The English Government purchased his sImres in the Suez Canal; Mr. Cave 
was sent to examine into the indebtedness oi the country j he v. as lollowod j) 
Mr Goschon, Sir Rivers TVilson* and others. The Caisse do la Bette and the oflico 
of ■ Control!ora-General was established* but the Khedive Ismail* reckless of fill 
warnings, still full of his dreams and ambition, continued in the exorcise of his 
unrestricted powers* and does not seem to have profited by the experience ol his 
previous career. In 1870 tbo Sultan* with the concurrence of Eng and and Franco* 
put into operation Ins sovereign rights and deposed him. H 13 son Fowl is lash&wna 
appointed in bis stead* the Sultan recog airing by this Appointment tho altered succes- 
niou ho bad him self established, hut the Firman by which tbo new Khedive was 
appointed* while confirming many of tho privileges given m tlmt of Juno 1878, 
restored several of the restrictive clauses which bad previously governed the functions 

of the Khedive. , . . r „ .. * 

It was acknowledged in the now Firman that, certain provisions 01 tho Firmim 01 

1873 had given rise to the existing difficulties, and tho iteW Firman was issued with a 
view of confirming such of tho privileges as should be mnintamed intact* arid to 
correct and improve those pro virions which appeared to require modifleations. Thus 

tho following paragraph was inserted:— t tl . . .. 

u Inhabitants of Egypt, being my subjects, who should not as such undergo tho 
filigtitest oppression ur arbitrary act, on this condition the khediviato ol Egypt* to 
which is confided tho civil, financial, and judicial administration of the countiy, will 
liavo the power to elaborate and establish in a manner conformable with justice all the 
Regulations and interior laws necessary in tlifc respeot” . 

It will be seen* on comparing thift passage with the parallel passage 111 the Firman 
of 1873* that the word «iutdrioiirs M is added to the word m tk now Fnnjan, 

while the word “ Lois" stood undiluted in the Firman of 1873. The KIilhIuo was 
also authorised to contract tlm same Commercial Conventions as his predecessor, but 
the whole tenour of this Firman is to revert to the privileges established in lhb7 with 

the restrictions there laid down. , , ... & . , , T . 

Tho Khedl\o was to have the complete and entire disposal oi the financial aluurs 
of the eountvv, but he was not to have tho right of contracting any toaufc except 
those exclusively uermary for the regulation of tho financial onais which then 
existed, and in perfect concurrence with his present creditors or those delegated 
■oRlcially to represent their interests. A clause was introduced prohibiting the 
Khedive, under any pretext or motive, from ending to others m whole or m part any 
of thp privileges accorded i a Egypt, and which were confided to him, and ‘ winch arc 
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the emanation of the hereditary piN^fogatives of the Sovereign Power / nor was Ik? 
to give up any part- of the territory* 

The Egyptian Adijdiiietration was to continue to pay the tribute of £ T. 700,000; 
money was to be coined in the name of the Sultan; the unlimited right of raising 
troops was reduced to that of maintaining an army of IS,000 men, sufficient ter the 
ulterior guardianship of Egypt, and this figure was not to ho exceeded. *' Never¬ 
theless, as the Egyptian land and sea fotfott are also destined to the serviefi of my 
Government in case the Sublime Porte should find itself engaged in el war, the 
number can ho augmented in the proportion judged necessary/ As before, the tings* 
both on sea and land, and the distinctive- marks of the different ranks of officers* were 
to be the same as those of the Turkish army. The right of appointment up to the 
rank of Colonel was maintained as lief ore* The Khedive could not construct iron-clads 
without the express nuthorination of the Porte, and the concluding paragraph contains 
these expressions:— 

11 1 shall watch over the strict maintenance of the conditions which precede, and 
which, having lieen sanctioned by my Imperial Ira&d, have been consigned in my 
present, ornamented by my Imperial autograph/ 

this passage may be interpreted practically to renew the clause relating to 
** important questions t? which existed in the earlier Firmans, but which bud subse¬ 
quently been omitted. Taking the wording and the expressions used in this lust 
Firman* there seems to toe no doubt that it was the intention of the Government of 
the Sultan to reduce the Klicdiyiate of Egypt to the state in which it had existed 
previous to the Firman of 1873. 

It was acknowledged that some of the privi logos conferred by that Firman had 
given rise to difficulties, and the Porte, with tho concurrence of the English and 
French Governments* was evidently bent on reasserting those sovereign rights which 
had either directly or by implication fallen into desuetude. It cannot* therefore, be 
said that Egypt is a vassal province under the suzerainty of the Porte. The Porte 
has certain direct, sovereign rights over Egypt, and these rights depend not only on 
the political relations between the two countries, but on the very great influence 
exercised in Egypt by the prerogatives of the Caliphate* As an niBtonce, it- may l)n 
cited ib&ttho Uadi, or Chief Interpreter of the Religious Law in Egypt, is appointed by 
the Siiltanu The “ Fetwah/ of the Shdkli-ul-Iskm at Ganfitantinoplo still holds 
good in Egypt, as would the Bull of the Pope over devout Roman Catholics, and the 
very fact, that Ismail Pasha complied without resistance to tlio Firman of deposition 
proves that lie knew tho real power hold by the Sultan over the MalioinmedOn minds 
of the Egyptians* 

I believe the presence here of Ghazi Moukhtav Pasha as the Representative of 
the Caliph has done much to calm the minds of the people, and to produce the statu 
of comparative tranquillity which now exists in the country. The Arabic press no 
longer joins in tho diatribes of the foreign journals published in %ypfc against 
England and tlio Government and Agents of Her Majesty* and the reports which l 
have bad the honour to send to your Lordship Erom Yousaouf Pasha -Shudhi at Wady 
Haifa, I think, to n certain extent, prove that his mission, as emu mating jointly from 
the Khedive and the Representative of the Sultan, has some dTecl in tmuquiRiziug tlio 
minds cl' the iSoudadesc, especially of those who have not been religiously ted away 
by the pretensions of the Mnhdi. 

Whatever may be the future of Egypt, I think that the influence of the Sutton, 
unless forcibly terminated, will always be considerable in Egypt, and it appears to mo 
more desirable that it should bo maintained as n recognized legitimate factor, than 
that by its removal Egypt should bo made more than at present a prey to contending 
interests, prompted and supported by foreign Agencies mid colonies# 

Any attempt to act Jtsido the righto of tho Bultnn would meet with the strenuous 
opposition of some one or more of thu Powers parties to the various Treaties which 
concern the Ottoman Empire* 

No Government can dispute with any consistency the righto of the Sultan* and 
the recogoitinn by His Imperial Majesty of tho actual position in Egypt token up by 
Her Majeatidfl Government bos removal all logitimate ground of cavil im tin part of 
ford gn Gove mm onto. 

As stated in my former despatches* the Sultan keeps up considerable private 
relations with the Mussulman tribes of his Asiatic and African possessions through 
certain Arab Sheikhs residing at Constantinople* some in the Palace itself. However 
much bin power may be shaken elsewhere, it is still strong among his Musmlmaa 
subjects, and the fervent, net to say fiuiatieftl, feelings of the Mnhoinmcdmis towards 


the Head of their Faith will always give Mm a practical power which cannot ho o\or* 
inolo:d. En this respect iho. slay 0$ Scpukhtar Pasha in Egypt 3llts hccn^i red il ore 
o[ obvious benefit. Fortunately* he is one of tlio Turks who■ prefer -straightforward 
action to intrigue, and, being above all suspicion of corrupt moiivcs, while holding very 
stren^ religious views, he exercises great influence over the Ulema class, and* through 
them over the Mussulman community* This Influence, as before observed* lias been 
3^1 Intentionally with a tranquillizing effect, and I am glad to be able to 
testify to tho high-minded manner in which ifoukliter Pasha has tether to exercised his 

There is one point in the relations between England and Turkey winch appears of 
considerable value, viz,, tho conduct by the latter of Egyptian foreign athtirs, 

Such affairs could not be left to an Egyptian Govcrreiiont however much they 
might be hedged round by conditions of neutrality, or tho artificial aatcguardaoJ' 
Treaties# An independent Egypt would inevitably fall under the domination of the 
foreign colonics or Agents* varying according to the ability or pertinacity of the latter. 
The result of nuch a state of things would ho the constant necessity oi appealing to 
one Power against the pretensions of another* This would add to the many jealousies 
which envenom the relations between foreigners in tins country, anti probably 
involving constant and perhaps bitter discussions between the different Government 

tlini For the foreign affairs of Egypt Turkey is strong, if not materially, at all events 
by her political relations with other Powers, and by her hold over the rehgioiw feelings 
of the Egyptian people. As an instance in point may be cited that of the Sues; Lanai* 
alluded to in my despatch No* 213* By the original Concession to M* do Lcsseps tho

Hi a Highness said that lie felt the Egyptian Government hud the right, to impose 
such duties but he was glad that the'measure had been postponed at present, the 
more so, as it had plated Moukhfcar Pasha in a very false position with this Porto,, and had 
enabled his enemies to obtain a great advantage over him. His Highness said that lie 
bud conceived a great friendship for Moukhtar Pasha, owing to his straightforward conduct 
and the support he had given to His Highness. He had seen the telegrams addressed to 
his Excellency in consequence of remonstrances telegraphed to the Porte, these 
communications lim Highness described as M fulmiruinles/' The measure could be 
introduced at a future time, when he thought it would be more opportune, 

I told His Highness that I considered the measure was right in itself, and could be 
carried out later. The. suspension of the order had not touched the principle, and before 
long means might be found of giving it effect without the opposition which had lately 
been shown to it. 

His Highness then alluded to the approaching journey of Nubar Pasha to Europe, 
and 1 was happy to find His Highness speaking in the highest terms of his Minister. 
He said he should miss him very much, as ho wua full of resource, and was, in tact, the 
only man for his position at. the present. Mbukhtnr Pasha had a high opinion ot him ; 
but Nubar Pasha ^o evidently required rest, that his departure on a short journey to 
Europe w&h an absolute necessity.

I HAVE the honour to report that* in obedience to your in&tructionu, l left 
London on the 30th June for Cairo, where I arrived on the 6th instant. I remained in 
Cairo until the 18th, when I returned to England, reaching London on the 20th 

instant. 

During ray stay in Egypt I inquired carefully info the whole question of the blockade 
of the Soudan," and the desirability or the reverse of reopening trade with that district. 
I had access to many source* of information, am! 1 had numerous interviews and discus- 
aioiiB with persons in nil sort* of positions, from their Excellencies Nubur Pasha and 
Moukhtar Pasha down to quite minor officials and others, British and native, civil and 
military. 

I saw people who were quite fresh from our frontier both up Lino Kile and at 
Sunk in, and* on the whole, I think I am justified in believing that I arrived at a fairly 
correct appreciation of the general condition of affaire in Egypt, mui of the working of 
the present blockade on trade with the Sombre. The conclusions to which ray investigu- 
tit ms led mo arc as follows >— 

First, an regards the trade on the tipper Nile. In this case it would, l think, be 
premature to raise tke easting blockade at the present moment. IL i* too so on after 
tbc recent dervish raid on the railway at Sarnia, and the rruclamution we publ inked, 
that in rouse quo nee the interdict on commerce, which otherwise would have been 
removed, would now bo kept up.

intrusted to me* and set forth authentically the substance- of what i& premised to the 
natives of the Soudan In JTis Highness' Commission [or letter of appointment].

Fifth Report of Yotutsouf ShuMi Pasha, 

(Translation.) --— 

Ihifaita 1 etf Intelligence attained from July S to July 12, 1886* 

ON the t>th July a man cams* named Seroor AbiLol-ILameed, a Soudanese* 
originally a slave of Almaz Bey Mohammad, whilom Mudir of Dongcku He says 
that ho travelled with the army of General Hicks- in ihe alia ranter of a private soldier 
in Regiment No. 1* Later on "bn was with the irregulars of KhnsJmi-ol-Mws Pasha.

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Affer the fall of Khartoum the dervishes took him, along with sixty men, to the 
limit Mobammad-el-Klieir, with whom he remained until the rebels moved southwards, 
when ho ran away and Cain® down bore; ho had been travelling eight days, lsio 
Emir Abd-ebMAjid had gone southwards, having with him 200 men ; it wnssaid 
that this Etnir whs to receive a reinforcement of 20(1 men of the soldiers ol Dalad 
Noioomi* under the commantl of Wakd Jibftrah. It was rumoured that the object of 
this expedition was to attack Sal oil Bey* the Sheikh of the Kab&bec&li Araba; or it 
mi'dit be that Abd-el-MAjirl W& going to Berber. Thera were also many reports that 
Wnlad Noioomi would come to Dongola Province to co-operate with Moliammftd-ol- 
Khar. la forum ni bad even heard that the advance guard of Xojoomi'& Loops had 
reached Ordoh, which is New Dcmgola* ^ follamnmd-ol-Khefe bus around him 300 men 
of the dual in tabs* armed with rifles and having a small quantity of ammunh ton. 
Informant, while passing by the dwellings of the people in SukkdtDiatricfc, used to 
tell them of hi$ troubles* and they would give him rood and direct him winch roads to 
take. The Emirs pay the soldiers they have with them t» piastres a-week, and tho 
^jn n to natives wlio leave their homes and accompany them. After the Kosbeh light 
all Mohumrnud-el-Klieir'ii dervishes got tired of warfare, and many of them deserted* 

If, after tho defeat at Kosheb, the Government, troops had followed up the dervishes 
they would have chased them fo the extreme end of Berber Province, Mohaiiiinad-el- 
Khcir has four mountain gum and six boxes of ammunition. He has also in his 
retinue about 1 (H) Soudanese (blacks) who would very much like to desert 
and come over hither, but they axe afraid, and their tides are without ammunition* 
As to the regulars* most of them arc under the command of A boa Anja, who baa 
taken them and gone to light Kordufnn. Tho Emirs who are with Afolnnitmad-cl- 
Klicir do not want, to fight; but whenever they learn of :i well-to-do native they come 
down upon him and take all he bus, Some Bedouin Arabs take up small quantities 
of mere Viand izo from the north country to the Soudan clandestinely. In 5 minii ub 
heard that iVnl ad-cl-Nojoomi had confiscated the goods of the house of Abd-m-Majid, 
because of the notorious fact that all goods which Muhammad-eLKheir laid hands on 
were deposited in his said nephew's house. In Bongo!a heats are sometimes oDlleetca 
for bringing down NojoomTs troops, and are then released; this is* m informant a 
opinion, a means for intimidating tho natives* All the dervishes who luive bcrui 
present at any of the battles in tho Soudan do not care to light any more, whilst those 
who luive as yet "seen no fighting are eager for bfttRo. For nearly a year psat there 
luive been rumours. that Noioomi was coming down; nevertheless, only about 500 ol 

m troops have really arrived. , * 

On the same day Orfuli Mustafa loose! came. He had gone to the Soudau m 
the regiment of Irregulars under the Sirr-SawilH Muatafa Aglia. Informant had been 
taken captive in Kordofftn, and came now from Khartoum, where he had been lor 
about a year: his brother and cousin are with him; they left Khartoum tlurtv days 
smo. They journeyed in tho desert on tho west till they readied Akasheh, w here they 
crossed over to the east and came on down till they met the patrolling soldiers at 

An epidemic of bowel complaint prevails In Khartoum, and Food is exceedingly 
scarce; the Bedouin Arabs have gone back to their homra, such tho Ilamar Iriuc 
and others ; there was dissension between AliduUah r l ibnshi and the Kindifab of All; 
the latter bad written to the Emir commanding the urmy occupying Imriour 
instructing him not to surrender, and not to submit to TrTublu, nu<.when A bdu Uiu 
Ta'olahi discovered this, lie wrote in Aboo Anja, telling Mm to take all whu wore villi 
Moliammod KbOtlid Kugal, the Emir of Daitour* both revolted and others. ^ vlum 
Aboo Anja went to Kliftlid Kugal, ho found him submissive; ^ Aboo An]a took 
delivery (or command) of those imdor Zugnl, and ordered him te go to the camp at 
Um-Duimmu whilst he, Ahoo Anja, went to tho moimtaLns called iagaJa. 

Up to the titno when informant left Khartoum, Zugal had not. appeared, More¬ 
over, u large deputation of natives represented to the KhaHfah ol All that liis tliHcom 
with T'ft'aishi would prove the falsity of tho Mahdiisfc faith, and that the Government 
Iroops were said to be coming up, so that it would be host for these two groat leaders 
to be reeouuilcd* Tho said Klmlifa yielded to their representations* and the two were 

The dervishes do not trust those who were originally ( j o\oimmont soldiers*

S although he says six, he has only named five]. The people of the Sonnaar Provmce 
icsire the Government, especially their two Chiefs, who are in prison. Merchandize 
reaches the Soudan through Ibe Ababdch Arabs Irani Korosko to Berber* and from 
Haifa through the Garuiecsh Arabs to Khartoum, The inhabitants of Dfettgqla 
Province in general are for the Government. . 

Ahmad Mahmoud, of the Berber Province, was a carpenter on the telegraph line* 
He says that for a long time tho Government troops had been expected to reach Berber* 
but they never came. The dervishes brought him to Karnrnh; as they abused him 
very much he ran away and came hither.

He heard that if troops were only to go to help Saleh Boy, lie would 
fight the dorvie.bea* for they have got tired of fighting, and most of them have run 
nwrty and gone to Kordofan* Many water-wheels are out of repair. All Uw Emirs, 
after the death of Mohammad Ahmed* became greatly discouraged, and w ere convinced 
that there was no truth in this Mnhdiuam; but they must go on professing this failh, 
because they do not see that Government troops are coming up, 

Mohammad EfTcndi Wftssif arrived. Ho Is originally a captain of Regulars ol 
the Kordofrm troops* and was in that province when it fell.

The Sheikhs come to see me pretty often to discuss matters, A few days ago 
Mahmoud AH and sonic others came to express their wish that the railway should be 
reopened os far as llaudoub, which would he a centre for the Amanov They say they 
would take upon themselves t lie reap [mobility of guarding the line, and would not 
expect tho Government to supply soldiers for the purpose. I have told them to put 
down thoir views in writing, and to say what guarantees they propose to gpYCj and 
they will do so iu a day or two. If the plan is feasible, there is no doubt ll would 
produce an excellent effect. It ia a pity the line is not metre gauge, aa il would be 
cheaper to work. 

The murder of Hamad Mahmoud and Tins sab, two Amaru v Sheikhs, by Osman 
Dignu, produced a good deal of excitement in Sualdn, as they had many relations and 
friends hero. The Amarara were greatly intoiLBed against some of tho Suakin people, 
who, they imagined, had written to Osman that tho Sheikhs were unfaithful to him. 
There was not the slightest proof of this, but for a day or two I was rather afraid 
that they would kill sonic one iu revenge. However, we succeeded in calming them, 
and tho excitement paoeed off. It is the general opinion that Hie death of these 
Sheikhs will rather tend to set the Arabs more against Osman, and so help the cause 
of peace. 

In my last letter to you E told you that I was sending down iha “Tor” to Akik 
to move the station hack from Buhrtdour Inland to the mainland. 1 now find, how¬ 
ever, that we shall have to wait another month or six weeks, m (here is very little 
water iu the wells on Lite mainland, and they will not fill until after the rains. 

A rumour came from Massowah by the lost steamer that, the Tteliims were going 
to occupy Akik. Have you heard anything of this ? If it was true it would lead, to 
difficulties, as the Italians do nothing to stop supplies going to tho rebels; and wc 
hear now that Osman Dignn is trying to gist grain, etc., which have bo-m landed at 
Mus$owall, Akik, too, h sn near to Suakin that it might lead to complications if they 
were under different Governments.

YESTERDAY, at the interview 5 had with Tib Highness the Khedive, and to 
which l have alluded in other despatches, His Highness spoke to mo very openly of

His Highness said that, at present: there was perfect tranquillity m the country. 
Crime had very much diminished, and everything was perfectly quiet. But His 
Highness said lluii lib mind was very much occupied as to the Future, of which lie 
could form no idea. If the English were to leave Egypt disorder would inevitably 
ensue, and he did not see his way to the formation of any army at all except with the 
oo-operation <d' England. He repeated to me the old story that an Egyptian umiy 
could not be efficiently officered by Egyptians, that it had never heon so, and. that if 
it were not henceforward officered l>y Englishmm, lie did not know from what 
nationality the officers could bo drawn. His Highness knew* as a fact, that the Sultan 
would send neither officers nor men, and he intimated very cautiously Ins satisfaction 
fit this decision* The Sultan bail been i nidi alarmed lately at the attack made on the 
Grand Vizier, mid thin incident, among others, and the unsettled state of the relations 
with Runsia, would fedrengthi'u him in his determination-

As regards France, out position is legalized by tlio refusal of that 
country to join in the natural consequences of our previous common action; 
while Turkey, in iliti Convent ion of October 1085, has recognised our 
present^ and our title, in conjunction with herself, to regulate the future of 
the country. Other .Powers, with the exception of Russia, accept our 
position with more or leas Ijcnovolenee, anti they have all jointly guaranteed 
a loan and sanctioned a Budget in which the tf costs of occupation figure as 
a recognized item. 

For the moment, therefore, we are exempt to a great extent from, foreign 
intervention. 

Our position, however, is essentially of a temporary character. When¬ 
ever the security of the frontier and the good working’and stability of the 
Egyptian Government arc assured, the Governments of England and Turkey 
are to advise together as to the possibility of withdrawing British troops, 

Our engagements, taken not only in the Convention hut in the reasons 
set forth at the Lime of our intervention, were the protection of die Khedive 
:l:mI Ilk 1 security of Egypt proper from invasion. These engagements, taken 
with the Article In question, to give almost un unlimited period for 
deliberate on* Against this view, ho never, 1.1 loro are ot t u;r col is i demtk sns:— 

1. The great expense entailed on England, in men and treasure, by 
maintaining troops in an unhealthy climate* and thus adding to the liabilities 
of the Empire* 

-■ The gradual accumulation of incidents which no one can control, 
and which seem to fasten England to Egypt, mid to make nn ultimate with- 
ilmwal* i( derided upon, almost impossible. 

Chief amongst those incidents is the tendency of the English officials, 
both civil and military* to look upon their temne of office as permaiLflnt, 
anti te frame the public Departments on a purely English model* This 
spirit naturally follows on the want, of definition in our position. The 
authority wo exercise depends on iiiniiagnnent supported by material force. 
Ii is thorn fore natural that the functionaries in question should assume a 
greater power than would bo granted them by any written or acknowledged 
taw. They are acting not only as public officers* but as political agi-liia 
anxious to consolidate and perpetuate British rule in Egypt. The civil officers 
endeavour to ntayrh in themselves the functions of their nominal native 
chiefs, who arc silent and powerless in their presence; while the officers of 
the army In soma instances, it is asserted, against the text of the Firmans, 
are orgutuaiiig the Egyptian force* entirely according to English farms. 

This spirit, however laudable from a patriotic point of view, may prove 
hereafter very pernicious in ita citeds. if wo do not intend to stay hero, 
wo are crippling all the development of Egyptian ad mi nfef rat Eon, and 
instead oi educating natives to stand alone, wo are* if the expression can ho 
used, <l uncducatuig* thorn* Moreover, we excite a feeling of antagonism 
and sulky resistance throughout the count)?, and am provoking the restive 
rivalry and hostility ol foreign Agents, who consider, justly or unjustly, that 
they have as much right as ourselves to interfere according to writ-ton law 
notably, the Capitulations. 

This state »1 uncertainty might lead to considerable complication*. Wo 
clearly have the right to make rttminiucnduLinn*; morally, perhaps, wr havo 
the right to onIbrcc Ihem. But if the Egyptian Govcnmicut wore * at tho 
instigation of mm e native or foreign advisor, to rafuut-* to accept the recom¬ 
mendation and to curry out some measure which wo urgently required, Ilia 
refund might place oh in conaidorabta cmburmvmicuL This ciontingnicy is 
ant likely to arise, but it should always ho borne in mind, el* a pofeijblliLy**

On the other hand, neither the Forte nor tho Egyptian Government have 
ever reengniaed the position of the Italian Government at Mnasowah* 

Egypt still pays tribute for Mnsaownb, anti is unwilling to claim 
payment for certain stores token over by the .!billons, for fear of tocognntog 
on occupation of Egyptian territory, which has never been sanctioned by the 
Forte* 

Tho position is inconvenient for alt parties, The Italians would, l 
conceive, wish to have their position legalized and defined. The Egyptians 
would like to be paid for their stores and to ho relieved of tho tribute. It is 
inequitable that they should continue to pay, but the Law Officers in England 
nre of opinion that, without the consent of the Sultan, there arc no legal 
means of relieving Egypt from the obligation of payment- 

I do not think that any arrangement about MaBsow:ih would property 
Find a place in the Ulterior Convention; but I venture to auggesr that 
advantage might possibly be token of the negotiations in connection with the 
Convention to arrange this matter batmen Ttnly and the Forte. Italy would 
probably be glad that our ^lkmI offices should be employed in the settlement 
of the queatten. What wu have to gain La this, that wc settle one oflWtoot of 
the Egyptian question, and we Hindi afford some slight relief to tho Egyptian 
Treasury.

SlE A." SANDISON reports to me that Artin Elfoud), Ender-Secrekxry of State 
for Foreign Affairs, ha* given him the following secret information respecting the 
intrigues ol the French Embassy hens with regard to Egypt. 

I should first mention that Artin EffencU is strongly in favour of an English 
alliance. Kh Excellency is probably the only powerful friend wo have at present at 
the Forte, and that the Sultan places great reliance on his judgment. 

His Excellency stated to Sir A. Saudi son that the French Ambassador had, in 
the name of hie Government* proposed to Sultan * 

1, To guarantee Tripoli against the attack from any Mediterranean Power by 
means, if necessary, of a joint- action with Turkey by land, but chiefly by sea; and 

2. To come to a close understanding with Turkey regarding the British occupa¬ 
tion of Egypt* The two questions—that of Tripoli and that of Egypt—to bo kept 
together and to form the subject of one Agreement. That as regards Egypt, the 
Eienoh Government would advise the Forte to force upon Her Majesty’* Government 
the acceptance of Moukhkvr Pasha's army organisation scheme, and that, in the very 
probable event of their refusing to adhere to it, Porte should appeal to the Powers 
and ask for the evacuation of Egypt by the Britts ]l troops, as well as for the adoption 
of Monk Mar Pasha’s scheme, France undertaking m that case to afford Turkey her 
i( efficacious” support In concert with Itussia.. That, besides the condition connecting 
the question of Egypt with that of Tripoli, Franco requires also that Turkey shall in 
no way, and at no period* adhere to the views of Her Majesty's Government, and 
that siie shall likewise abstain from listening any longer to the advice of Gorman 
Government, whose policy has till now proved but injurious to Turkish interests.. 

Both the Grand Vim-r and Urn Minister for Foreign Affairs have fallen in with 
the views of the French Ambassador. 

They have carefully concealed these negotiations from Artin, who has, neverthe¬ 
less, obtained from the Palace information as to all that ha* taken place. 

His Excellency assured Sir A. S&udistm that as the Sultan consult* him on the 
subject, and His Imperial Majesty was in the habit, of asking his opinion on 
important, political matters, he will oppose this wild political scheme of the French 
Government, inasmuch sis ho eonaidere it as impolitic as it is fantastic. 

Artin concluded by saying that he believed Franco would bo but tot) glad to 
see Moukhtar Pasha’s scheme rejected by Her Majesty's Govern monk :ls this would 
have the clleot of the more readily inducing Lhc Sultan and Im MMstere to adopt her 
proposals with regard to Tri|joli and Egypt. Ho therefore atrougly recommended 
(he acceptance by Her Majefet fa Government, if not entirely, at all events partially, 
of the scheme in question.

Hie policy of England had with some intervals been friendly to Turkey, 
but the occupation of Egypt by Bo gland was very unpopular among all Mussulman 
nuttWr and if it were prolonged might lead the Porto to welcome the advances of 
Russia 'which wore daily pro&cd. Ever since onr arrival hero unceasing efforts had 
been made, both by the French and Russian agencies, to sow dissension between his 
Excellency and myself, and to create suspicion as to the good faith cl England, Tie 
had waited patiently, and had resisted all these unfriendly suggestions; but now that 
an administration had acceded to power Likely to be friendly to Turkey, he begged me 
to press on Her Majesty Government the necessity of coming to an understanding.

The last news was received through Korasko on tho 15th September* 1886.

This new Emccr informed Mohammad Ahmad, Omdeh or 
Notable of Merawi, that 8,000 dervfehcs had ar rived from Berber. 

But this report is based on a rumour among the dervishes, and seema to he 
exaggerated, and most of rim women and children who came lately state that fhc 
diH-v IS lies confer that they cannot fight against the Government, who evacuated tlu« 
country winds they entered by the divine authority of tlm Mfthdi. Other dervishes 
came from Berber to Dongola, but their number is unknown, The Reporter Bays that 
the troops of Molsammad-d-Kbek were proceeding t o Berber, and their Enicer intended 
to keep the feast at Berber. He lias with him the guns that were at Karma it. 
Infomumt Isas also heart! that Wabul Kojoomi proceeded to Khartoum, but lie cannot 
«y i[ b° renuiined there or came hack to Berber; hut Nojoonu’s wives arrived »\ 
MerawE Osman Digmi naked for support, from the Khalifa Abdallah, and threatened 
to yield to the Government if the reinforcement should not- be scut; consequently 
Abeo-Garjah, at the head of 3,000 men, was sent to him, Some of Osman i>i^nn 3 s 
Bedouins rebelled against him; and the Province at Tabs yielded to tho Government 
according to correspondence, by the inducement of Snyyid Hsissau, informant also 
that nobody is loft at Khartoum wills KUlVoisbi except the garrison. The 
hrotlicr of EKlVsrislri, who provided him formerly with com from WftJd Modniiy and 
Scnnaar, is not providing him ut pi-oscnt, as be has ascertained that tho claim of bis 
brother is fahe, and only aims at. robbing him.

Beside all that we have stated, the betrayal by England oi extreme fear of the 
Soudanese is calculated to tasaou her prestige in the eyes of Eastern peoples, for they 
will fancy that such a thing k a clear sign of her weakness, and Europe will also 
fancy that the policy of thin Power involves the continuance of the Soudan blockade, 
sc that there should be thereby a cause i'or the continuance of the occupation, by

Por these reasons we find that, from sill stand-points, ii is not suuiihJc tor tlio 
Ministry of the Marquis of Salisbury to adopt such a policy devoid of nil satisfactory 
results. 

We are convinced that the said Ministry has adopted this course on the recom¬ 
mendation of the British military authorities in Egypt, for the chiefs of the English 
troops here most strenuously opposed the reopening to trade dealings with the 
Soudun. 

But the present British Ministry is too much occupied with the serious and 
alarming complications of home affairs to btttow any marked or energetic attention 
and policy in regard to Egypt at the proHcnt momcnl. We greatly regret this delay* 
which is injurious to the merchants and people of this country.

THE Turkish Ambassador called upon me this afternoon. 

Ilia Excellency spoke to me at Rome length on Bulgarian affairs and other 
matters, but without advancing any new proposition. The main topic of his couver- 
nation, however, was the question of the British occupation of Egypt, about which ho 
expressed great anxiety. He said he regretted not to have seen Lord Salisbury on his 
wELy through London^ and asked me if I had any conversation with him on the 

subject* . -ii t * 

‘ I replied in the afBmmtivoj and added that I was also communicating with Eorti 

Salisbury by letter on this matter. 1 said there were several difficult questions to bo 
solved in couuixjticn with iB esjuccialiy that of finance; that the difficulty with TCgsud 
to Mtaikhtet Pasha’s plan for the reorgaanzatbn of the army was largely a financial 
one; and that if wo did not pay due regard to assuring the financial posit ion of tUo 
Egyptian Qovcmmeut, wo should nullify nil the progress that had been made in oilier 
respects. 

AVo discussed tha Capitulations, which his Excellency considered to he the great 
ourse of Egypt* If the exemptions which were claimed by foreigners in that country 
under the Capitulations could be reduced to those enjoyed in Turkey, he thought tins 
state of things would he less intolerable. But how, he asked f could other countries Ijo 
indued to surrender them ? 

I observed that the prospect of the withdrawal of the British troops might serve 
as an inducement. The modification of the system, which had grown up in Egypt; 
under the Capitulations, might ha made one of the conditions of our retirement from 
Egypt.

If there were to bo 
six or seven ftcprcsontativ qb of different national it iex as Governors oJ the country, it 
would lie impossible for them to forget that they were placed in that position us 
Representatives of their respective Governments, and they wculd he working for the 
interests of their own fellow countrymen rather than" for those of Egypt. The 
experience gained from the Caisse was not encouraging in this direction, 

I repeated what I bad said before, that it would be best for the French Govern¬ 
ment themselves to suggest what they thought would be pi wising to the French 
people. Such suggestions might he amicably discussed, and i was sure by no one 
more readily than your Lordship ami your colleagues. Hitherto there lintl been no 
concrete idea on which such a discussion could be based. I myself had spoken with 
M* Waldington, M, do Noodles, M. Bumfere, Count fVAunay, and himself, and 
always expressed myself in 1 he same sense.

Memorandum raspeolhifj the Basingers. 

THE Baringcrs were originally the irregular soldiers raised by Zebchv and otbei 
Soudanese Chiefs for the purpose of making slave mids. They obtained indirectly the 
assistance of l he Government or the Government officials with this object. Later on, 
Zebebr mid Ike other Chiefs lent these troops to the Government as an irregular con¬ 
tingent. Tbu word b mm it ion eel in Colonoi Stewards Report on the Soudan, but does 
not appear in General OorcluAs juurnuK Colonel Biewart translates it “slave 
soldiers," Properly speaking, the slsivo soldiers were those wlm had been slaves, nud 
who were made soldiers of by the Gove mm nut, and lor these there was a distinct 
name : they were called Abd or Abend. 

But at the present time the term 11 Bazin gera” seuins to comprise both the Abvud 
and the irregular blank soldiers* besides many of the regular black troops in the service 
of the Government who lmvc now by the force of ciroumsfoucea Fjguomo the soldier* ut 
the rube ib. in fact, they include all the drilled ami rifle-hearing troops m dis- 
Imguishrd from the dervislfes, who trust mu Lilly to their spears, and are not very 
formidable when they attempt to use rifles 

The Baringers have apparently become the curse of tho Soudan, and uro just 
terrible ns were the Eoshi-Bnzouks under Egyptian rule, lo win hi? oppression mid 
marauding the troubles in the Soudan have been generally attributed. The Arabs fire 
afraid oT ilunn, and they employ them to go north in order to keep them away from 
AI mi 1 iu um and Berber. 

Mr. Wyhle writes to Colonel Qiermride from Sheikh Bargboul, on the lied Sea 
coast, near tinakin, and refers to the Euringcrs. In his first letter, dated the Xltli 
August, he says 

“There have been several small Berber merchants here* who left that place as 
soon as they heard that the market was to be opened, and 1 have had long talks with 
them. They nil seem perfectly peacefully inclined, anti are quite sick of Mubdiismand of 
the Bn ringer*, who seem to do what they tike, from all accounts. They say that Wad- 
eBNijoomi returned from Dungola to Berber, and rinrted back again on the 12th of 
Ramadan (10th June), taking all tin? Arab?* that would go with h.m, Uk Baringers 
looted and took everything they wanted, itl-traitrd the jftople, and paid for nothing 
they eat; and the in habitants wen glad when they went north, Mdiamed-el-Khelr 
could do nothing with them* and he is not respected and hi* orders not obeyed. These 
merchants add that Iho Basingers have givi u out that they will not tight the 
English, but will run away to them if they got the chance; Tint they will light the 
Egyptian* and rob and loot the country, Maid Moh&mcd* has also beard the same 
story, and from nil account* l lie Bnringers do pretty much as they tike, as they are more 
numerous than the A mbs, ami the Arabs are afraid of them,’ 1 

In his letter of the 2 f Jtli August, received in Cairo on the Gib October, Mr. Wyldr;

Besides this reduction! the soldiers had 
many grievances against their officer a, who defrauded thorn considerably., especially in 
the matter of rations. In these iniquities all officers, whether Turks or Egyptians, 
were compromised, and the corruption which existed at that time was brought to light 
when Sir Evelyn Wood subsequently assumed the command of the army. 

It is said that the arrears of pay were very great in some instances; M. do 
Elignteros mentions a case of twenty-two months* arrears. 

Against such grievances the only appeal was to or through the War Office, which 
wns entirely in the han ds,of Turks. Araai presented a Petition to Osman Pasha Rifki, 
the Minister of War, for submission to the Khedive, Finding that no notice Imd been 
taken of it, and believing coiusoqucntly that it had not been presented to the Khedive, 
he came to Cairo without leave and handed the Petition to the Khedive m be was 
driving over tho Kasr-eL-Nil Bridge. 

Baron Malortic says 

“The three Colonels, prompted by Mahmoud Sami, started a systematic 
opposition to the War Office! resenting! as they pretended! Osman Pasha Bifid's 
partiality to the Circassians. Wanting to better their own position and that of the 
officers, they availed themselves of the hardships inflicted on the privates, &c. 

" Their grievances consisted principally in the promotion of Turkish and C irons - 
sum officers,” 

It is clear from the above statements that the Turks and Circassians did not deal 
justly with the troops in generaL The real grievances wore those of the private 
soldier, although the native officers were also unfair ly treated ^ hut neither officers nor 
uoldiers could obtain redress, owing to the monopolizing influence of the Turks at 
head-quarters, 

Mr. Mackenzie ’Wallace a&ys;— 

“ In the Egyptian army the rank and file, and officers up to the rank of Colonel, 
were native Egyptians of fellah extraction, whereas nearly all the officers of higher 
rank, together with the holders of staff appointments, were of Turkish or Circassian 
origin." 

He goes on to say that both Said and Ismail Pashas favoured certain fellah 
office^ and promoted them, and that these men made use of their position to upset tho 
Turkish and Circassian officers. 

Be adds 

11 They demanded the redress of their grievances, the principal of which was the 
undue promotion of Turkish and Circassian officers," 

Sir Edward Malet's accounts of tho first military demonstration in February 1881 
and Ins later Reports, contain some allusions to the causes of di&content m the 
army :— 

No. 42. + Fzbruury 2, 1881.—“TUo policy of tins present Prime Minister (Riaic) has 
been to ameliorate the position of the natives, but he lias not included in his programme 
an equal amelioration of the Egyptians in the army. Tho officers, seeing the 
encouragement given to their countrymen in civil and agricultural employments, have 
discussed their own position, and have attempted to prevent tho constant recurrence of 
favouritism in the army to their detriment* They began the movement by sending in 
Petitions a fortnight ago. They were aware that such Petitions were under discussion, 
but they foresaw that the petitioners wore uot unlikely to meet with treatment 
not unusual in Egypt, of being severely punished for the act of petitioning. They took 
measures accordingly. . .... I am told tltat the Petitions, in themselves, were not 
unreasonable, and That one of the requests made in them was that promotions should 
be regulated by examinations,' 1 

i he petitioners were arrested, to he tried by court-martial. Their supporters thou 
sought the intervention of the foreign Consuls.

Colonel 
Rimdlc says that 1,500 are at S&wadeh, and that 1,000 more arc expected from 
Bengali!. f 

I also inclose an extract of a letter received to-day from Sir F, Stephenson, who 
thinks the dervishes may be able to muster in all about 10,000 men, of whom 2,000 or 
8,000 arc Bazingers.

Tins foregoing are the numbers generally believed by the natives and by the 
dervishes to be correct; this is “Walad Kojoomi'fi army, Moliamniad-d-Kiieir is said 
to tiavc gone to Ahon Hamad with lib army, Ahoo Gaijoh waa killed in the Dftyiv 
Mountain*!; jS f f>or Angarah and Server Bey have thrown off Mabel Lism. Walad 
Nojonnd h at Berber; bis wives and children are in Bobgola Province, in the 
BluigLah country • he sent l)i>M$ to convey lhum to Dougob town. Five guns are at 
Berber* mad six are with Wojad Jibarah, three g£iis are with Haj Lhisliimi near 
Bmiab* in the Shagiah country, one gtm h at Knruiah. From Berber to the Boliatab 
country of A bon Uijil, the people desire the restoration of the Government. The 
Bnxmgnr ftoldiera and the men of Egyptian dra6isnt will not join Habdiisni, but will 
follow the Egyptian Government, the dervishes fear Walad Kojocnii, and spread 
the report ibai when hu comes they will move forward to conquer Assouan, There 
aru fifty-two bouts between Aboo bom Sanab and New Don go fa for transports the 
Stiagiahs and all t]ie people of Dougola Province are for the Turkish parly, but must 
follow Maiidiism for seH-preservation. It h to be supposed that if the Government 
is victorious over the roods* the Badngars, and Egyptians will join it. Also the. 
Bedouins dwelling north of Khartoum and those in the lulls have not been requi¬ 
sitioned for men to fight* nor made to pay the tithes; only when camels arc needed 
for transport, these are required of them without remuneration. Once the dewvjghra 
had required men from 1 he Atliara regions for warlike purposes* but the native^ there* 
and the Bwdmroen Arabs, rebelled, and stopped the bringing down of grain. 
Informant saw none of the said Arabs in the army of Wahid Jibarah; the Arabs, 
however, acquiesce* for fear their property will he confiscated; in fact, the said Arabs 
detest the dervishes for liaving ruined their carrying trade and commiTctj in general. 
Informant left Saward&h eight days ago. 

Saleh Mohammad* of Bcbbftii district* left his home thirteen days ago. Sa’eed, 
son of Ahmad Aeha Farah* and the Notables of that district* were summoned lo heath 
quarter camp at Uni-Burmaii* as they were suspected of sympathy with the Govern- 
me lit* and for not having given notice of the mid by the Arabs of Saleh Fatll Allah 
on the river bank in their district, and also for emitting to stfiixe the raiders, and stop 
the running away of the unlives of said district at the time ot' Elio Koshch light. 
These Notables started, in obnltenet: to the uiuninous* about the begimiing of Blind- 
Hid jab, 13 OS. Informant, had* once npon a time, been a servant to an Englishman 
in Bongohi; when l be deivbhea found this net they beat liim daily, imprisoned him, 
ami ordered him to swim in the river repeatedly to purify himself. So lit? ran away. 
Ho thinks tbu dervishes in Jtongolu arc about 10,000, men*, women, and children* ail 
told, and BOO near Sawardah, and 00 fit Barkamattc; the natives ail long for the return 
of the Government. IV’alod Nnjonmi Is still alive; when lie arrives they will march 
on Haifa. "He saw sonic dervishes w ho wore blind* others who had lost tin arm* and 
similar bodily defects. Most of them have been forced to come down, 

Molumimad Noor A^mumlE was in the Shagiuh country three mentha ago, 
WnEad Jlbarali at Dongoln has with him 1,0O€ rebels, who have their families with 
them; there ora BOO in Sukhoi to gather date tithes. Informer left Dongola twenty - 
two days ago, Wahid Nojoomi had been wnt for to go to KJiwrtouiu. The Bhagkb 
sympathize with the Govemuii'Tit, jis also all the people of Dongoln Province, 

Mabrook Mohammad went as far as 8tiwarda.lt, where be found 300 dervishes hud 
assembled with two gnus, which be saw with his own eyes. A patrol comes as far m 
Akanbch and Sarmss, but hides on aecing tiny soldiers., There are 100 men near 
S&rkomatto who bud intended coming down further, but stopped on hearing that 
troops were going up. The artillery men arc Egyptians. Very few Bazi agars indeed, 

li is said that Walad Kojoumi is coining to Dongola with MohmnmniWd-Kbeir's 
troops who were formerly in Hits province, Tim rebels that are in Sukkftt region have 
no ho rat's, excepting the Emil's, When Nojoomi comes lie will force the men mid 
Camels to come down to Haifa. The dervishes arc afraid to come to the Haj at country, 
thinking that troops me in ambush in the hills. The dervishes who were at Karma] i 
were .sent up, because they had lied during the Kos.hch light* and others have been 
sent iu t liter stead. The dervishes order tlio natives to make spears, Informant 
readied hero the lllh October.

forcibly collected from the natives of DongoLu Province in enso of need; that most of 
the Kiihhublsh elans have joined Saleh Bey against, the rebels arid await their opportunity 
to take revenge of the rebels,

IT was supposed that Count Molly, the French Ambassador* would delay Ilia 
departure for Home until a faw days before the return of the King to the capital. 

The arrival of Count MoUy, nearly a month before the Kind's return, lilta conse¬ 
quently placed him in :m avkvnrd position, si tide, until Ids official reception by His 
Majesty* he h unable to make the acquaintance of his colleagues and the society of 
Borne, 

It was reported at the French Embassy that the presence of Count Moiiy at such 
an early date in Rome was connected with the question that had been moo led in t.lm 
French Chamber of Deputies,, of the denunciation or renewal of the Franco* Italian 
Treaty* which expires oa the 1st December* and that M. tie Freycinct had thought it 
desirable that the Ambassador should proceed at once to his post* so as to be able to 
discuss the questions connected with llie Treaty of Commerce at leisure. 

Accordingly, when, shortly after his. arrival, Count M.oiiy asked for an interview 
with Count llobilant for that purpose* a meeting was arranged without delay, to which 
was invited an employd of superior wink*, thoroughly competent fco discuss all the 
questions w hich were likely U> arise. 

Count Many appears* however, to have confined hinwelf to genoml expressions of 
the advisability of renewing the Treaty, not only on commercial grounds, hut as a 
means of drawing more elosoly together the bunds' of friendship between the 1 wo 
countries, but without making any definite proposals. To these observations Count 
Robilaut replied in the same general terms, 

A slight pause ensued, when Count Moby, without any preliminary* at rmee 
plunged into the question of the occupation of Egypt by England. He spoke at some 
longtli of the position of Italy in the Mediternmesm, of the necessity Ibr her to bo on 
her guard, and to fortify that position, and nf the advantage which would accrue to 
Italy by her coming to a thorough understanding witU France for the protection of 
their mutual interests in the Mediterranean, which were threatened by the position 
occupied in Egypt by England, who, Ins Government had reason to believe* bad no 
intention of keeping the engage merits into which she had entered with Europe, either 
as regarded the political or tUmiudal condition of Egypt, ami that his Government was 
convinced that a common action in Egypt would greatly benefit both countries m& 
HtrengtliLui their position in the Mediterranean, 

At. this point Count Itobilaut interrupted M. do Moiiy* saying that the Italian 
Government was thoroughly alive to all that concerned the interests of Italy in the 
Mediterranean, which she was perfectly prepared to uphold and defend ; but that, as 
to the question of Egypt* lie was totally unprepared to discuss it* since the intimation 
lie bad rmhvird from ifie French Ainhiissadoi 1 os to the subject to be discussed at their 
meeting referred exclusively to the Franco-Italian Commercial Treaty; he would* 
however, add that the Italian Government had no reason whatever to doubt the deter¬ 
mination of England to carry out her engagements with regard to Egypt, nor had 
Italy any cause to modify in any way the relations exist Eng between Italy and England* 
which liud always tjcou of the moat friendly character. 

This observation naturally brought the conversation to a close* and it. has not 
since been renewed, 

The nhove in formation was given to me by a colleague who heard it from Ilia 
third person who wm present at tiic interview' betweoa Count Itobilimt and the French 
Ambassador, but whose name: he was not at. liberty to mention,

Ms negotiations professedly with the object of obtaining their liberation. Having

Sheikh Morghani seems to think It likely that, all the principal leaders among the 
Soudanese may be induced to lay down their arms and live peaceably with Egypt 
provided they are rOCOguieod as rulers of their respective district,and propitiated with 
certain presents and titles, and In some oases with subsidies. 

Thus, the Sheikh Saleh of the Kjtbbabisk might he named Mudir of Bmigoln, 
Wad-eLNjumi Mudir of Berber, and even AbuduluM himself may possibly be 
amenable to some influence of this nature, 

■Sheikh Morgimai has spoken of his plans as theoretical, and as based on inference, 
but both General Stephen son and myself, who have seen him, think that he baa 
grounds which l\c docs not divulge for hopes of success In the direction thus 
pointed out. 

Sheikh Morghnui is a man of a very pleasant, simple manner, and inspires great 
confidence in those who meet him. He lias long been associated with Colonel Ghentt- 
aide, who is now conn winding the Egyptian troops at Assouan, and with whom he for 
gome time worked at Suakin, and bo is glad to be juisociatad with him again on tho 
Kile frontier, 

I hope I may not bo ovor-sanguino in anticipating oonfidcmbk results from t he 
Sheikh Morgham'a mission. 

Both the Khedive and Moukhtar Pasha have expressed themselves in favour 
of this mission, which is strongly supported by tho British military authorities,

COUNT 1TAUNAY called on me yesterday to tell me he had received a despatch 
from M. dc Freycinet to the effect that France could not oiler to England any 
programme on the subject of Egypt, but would welcome and support the proposals 
that Her Majesty’s Government might make to her* England might take any 
position she pie Fused. All that Franco wanted was H one uppjuviicc,—une ombre de 
satisfaction.” 

France would not object to English officers ter the army, if the Commanderdit- 
chief were not English. She would, in fact, object to nothing if Eng Laud would only 
take some utep to unable M- do Freycmet to feel and way that he hod repaired the error 
committed in 1882 in separating France from England. 

M. d’Auuay recognized the sacrifices England had made and tho rights she hod 
thus acquired m Egypt But, in the interests of the two countries, he urged that 
ecmio understanding; should be arrived at, lie had himself been always the advocate 
of a good understanding with England. Indeed, he would not allow himself to ho the 
medium of a polity based on any other feeling. But it was impossible to exaggerate 
the excitement in France oil the subject of Egypt, imd it was to prevent the increase 
of the already existing tension that he was so earnest m pressing on inc the necessity 
of an orratigeinenL In the course of Mb remarks ho stated that ho bad been 
instructed by M. do FreycLuct to contradict the impression tlmi the recent article in 
the H Temps n represented the feelings of tins French Government.

Luferentially, Count d Autmy s knguago 
w^ streugly confirmatory of the report which, as IE observe In the Confidential Fruit, 
Mr LvnAms sent from Constantinople to the offect that tho Ereucli nogotiafions with 
the Porto have entirely brckou down- It is difficult to suppose that Count d’Auflay 
would have iimistod so strongly on the- necessity of tho English and French Govern- 
mento coming to an umfaratandmg about Egypt, if they bad much hppo that Ihoj 
could rely on diplomatic assistance cither at Constantinople or at Berlin. I bo 
contrast betwwu the language or Count d’Auimy and that of M. Baitore, when all 
Europe was against us, except Italy, was very marked. „ 

Count d J Aunny began bv nsauring me that tho description given by the lining 
of his inteiwiew with Lord Salisbury wan wholly devoid of foundation, m also were 
tin' reports circulated here that he had come out with instructions to adopt a hostito 
and even menacing attitude to the English Government.

If, I said, at any time since I arrived, I had thought it possible to withdraw from 
Egypt and to leave behind us a state of things which would pro vent the Egyptian 
question from arising again in a serious form, I should have been, the first to press 
that view on Her Majesty's Government, But it was impossible lor me to blind 
myself to the facts of the case, and it was, in my opinion, an indisputable fact that, 
i| the English army were at present to withdraw from Egypt, the withdrawal would 
only he a prelude to further difficulties, possibly even more serious Ilian those which 

had been already surmounted, „ L s 

I said that 1 thought it would be very difficult, and even objectionable, for _ the 
English Government to fix n date, however remote, at which they would certainly 
withdraw from the country, Lt appeared to me that il 1 this ware done we should run 
a. risk of embittering rather than improving the relations between the French and 
English Governments. It was impossible for any one to say with certainty that, when 
the date which bad been fixed arrived, we should Ihj able to withdraw, If we did not 
withdraw, we should lie accused, and with aome degree of reason, of a breach of 

faith. . . 

To this Count d'Aunay replied that it might be possible to fix a date for with¬ 
drawal which would bo conditional on our programme in Egypt having been 


I thorn dwelt on the attitude which the French Diplomatic Agcnis had adopted 
since my arrival in Egypt three yearn agu. L said that one of tho motives which had 
led 1 he late Government to select me lor my present post was that, during the period 
of the Control, my relations with my French colleague had been of the most cordial 
nature. I had como to Egypt animated by tho best and most friendly intentions 
towards the French. I had endeavoured to meet the wishes expressed by his pre* 
decesHor and by himself 011 several points to which they attached importance. I 
quoted several instances’ in support, of this statement, hut I added that if concessions 
were to hu made they must Iw mutual, and that I was not aware of n single conces¬ 
sion which had liean made by the French Government during tho hist three years. Gu 
the contrary, every oiler t had been made to increase the difficulties of our busk in 


Egypt, 

I drew attention to several points in respect to which the French Government 
could give some practical proof of their desire to adopt n conciliatory policy. For 
instance, there was the Press Law, The tone of tho ** Hospbore Egyptian J * was of no 
very great importance now, hut if public order were no longer to he scoured by the 
presence of a British force, it would, in my opmipn, bo essential to pass a rigorous law 
fur the control of the press. Then, again* tho French Government could give their 
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adhesion to the Custom-house Regulations, and to the Decree levying the stamp duty. 

In fact, the occasions were not wanting, if the French Government really wished to 
shmv its good-will. I added that, from a French point of view, I could not help 
thinking that it was a mistake to retard the progress of telurm, ns such a I me or 
conduct would probably teud to prelong rather Ilian to diminish the period ot our 

said that he was aware that the French Government hod not barn 
helpful to us in these matters, but that the future might be different to the past; 
that if once the French Government were certain that we would withdraw when <mr 
programme of reforms was executed, they would willingly assist m tho execution ot 
those reforms to the utmost; that lie recognised the truth of what I bad Mid about 
the Press Law* and that on these and cognate points there would ha nq difficulty in 
arriving at solutions in harmony with our ideas, if a date for withdrawn! were ones 
Used.

After some further conversation* in which 1 dwelt on the desirability of the

Drummond WoliT, myself, and the English authorities, generally wore very friendly.

I told Count d'Aunay, In reply, that, although possibly amongst waa classes in 
Egypt the French might at tins moment have the appearance of being more popular 
tlimi the English, 1 doubted whether he was aware of the resentment which w* felt 
bv Nuhir Pasha a nd other Egyptian authorities at the attitude which lor years past 
the French Government had adopted m Egypt* They had, consistently posed iw the 
extreme representatives of European privilege in Egypt. 'Nicy had alwayssupported 
the ultra-ltiirepoan view of rights held under the Capitulations, many ot winch were 
exercised in a manner which was detrimental to tlua cause of good government in 
Envoi, Tln-v had always turned a deaf car to any arguments based on the mrahuity 
Ofdoiug justice to purely Egyptian interests. Terms of menace had not untrequcntly 
been used upon oocnsiomi which were scarcely of sufficient importance to justify any 
aueli language Under those cinnimstanees. I said that ho mud not be surprised if 
he foimd no disposition on tho pari of NubarTasba to grant favours to the French 

I ought to mention, in connection, with this subject, that Nubar Fasha lias con¬ 
stantly complained to me of tho insulting language which Count dAunay has used to 
him. For instance, in connection with the appointment, of a new ProcureuJNGdiidral, 
to whicii I will presently nlludu further* Nubar Pasbn told mo that Count d Aunay 
hud said to him, " Si vous no cede/. pas, nous retfuserons tie Pju'ti printout co que vous 
POUV02 demanded. 1 * Then, again, when M. Maapcre loft Egypt, kubur Pasha my* 
that, instead of asking him as a favour to name another T renolimarw which he would 
have done, Count d + Aunay came to sec him with M. Hasp ore, and told hun that, uulr^ 
he iravo a distinct promise io appoint, a French successor. M. Maspsre would noi 
resiirii IPs nftst. Those and many citber incidents liavo served to embitter the relations 
hut ween Count d'Aunay and Huliar Pasha, and they are, no doubt, now on very 
unfrieudlv terms. I. am not prepared to ^iy that this stato of things is entirely Count 
d’Aunav's fault, It is often very difficult to deal with Nubar Paaba* but it is <my to 
gee that Count d'Aunay has singularly little aptitudo for maitftging OncntaU. lie 
nrticewlB on the principle which ho has often stated to me 111 the allowing terms :

hi speaking to me on this subject. Count d'Auu&y did not absolutely ask me (O' 
assist him, but he nevertheless appeared to wish that I should do so. He complained 
bitterly of Nubar Pasha a refusal Id meet bis wishes, lie said that the nomination of 
another Frenchman had been regarded os a matter of course in Paris, that Nubar 
Pasha’s refusal would create a very bad impression* and that the only practical result 
would be that M. Vachcr would not resign his post. 

3 told Count d’Aunay that I was aware that this was a point to which Hubar 
Podia attached eoiLsidorable importance, and Unit, without instructions from your 
Lordship* I certainly could not take upon myself to press him to yield. 1 then went 
on to sny that it appealed to ms that the attitude of Nubar Pasha was very reasonable. 
Mis Excellency had spoken to me on the subject, and pointed out that the demand 
now made by Count 0 1 Aunay us a favour* might* and probably would he, followed by 
similar demands on the part of other Powers, 

Further* experience had shown iiOtt very easily u favour unco accorded t.o the 
French Government bud subsequently been allowed to slide into an acquired right, I 
■added that I was aware the Italian Govcmincut attached groat importance to thia 
subject, M* de Martino lias* in fact, spoken strongly to me about it It was thought 
at Home that the French had already acquired too great n predominance in the Mixed 
Tribunals, I pointed out that it was hut natural that Nubar Yu$hn should be 
unwilling to do anything distasteful to the Italian Government* who have always been 
most friendly towards the Government of the Khedive, whcmiSy fts l have already 
Lndicatad, the French Government had never shown much disposition to meet their 
wishes. 

Our conversation* which bad throughout been of a very friendly and cowrIcons 
nature, then ended.

1 have been very careful not to report any mere rumouru, and have done my best 
to ascertain what has been actually going on. 

On 'Friday, the 19th instant, Count Montebello was present at the Sultan 7 /? 
weekly procession to the mosque, and had a private audience of His Imperial Majesty 
after that ceremony* 

On that occasion his Excellency addressed the Sultan, I am assured, to the 
following effect ;— 

He assured Hid Imperial Majesty that France had greater interest than any other 
Power in presorting unimpaired ills sovereign rights over Egypt, and also over 
Tripoli p the latter, he added, were not in any danger from Italy at this moment. 

His Excellency wished* however. His Imperial Majesty to be quite certain that 
whenever the time came and the French Government was called upon by him, its 
loyal support and assistance might be counted upon by the Sultan. 

My Turkish informant stated that the Sultan replied to the Ambassador only in 
general terms. 

I further hoar that the Ilusaian Ambassador is to have an audience of the Sultan 
in a similar manner after the religious ceremony on Friday next, the 2Gth Instant. 

This action of Count Montebello must bo taken in connection with the language 
which I am assured is being constantly held to the Forte on Egyptian affaire by 
himself, fund supported by M. de N6lidow, and the object of which is clearly to make 
had blood between Turkey and England, and to render my relations with the Sultan 
extremely delicate. 

It is evident that these two Ambassadors are acquainted with the language held 
by your Lordship to Itu&tom Pasha in your note oeriult of the till instant, for l am 
tohl that during their conversation with the Grand Vizier they have sought, and 1 
fear auccc^-sfully nt least to some extent, to hinder the acceptance of our views by 
Turkey.

1 hear that Ihcre is n disposition at the Porte to endeavour to induce Her 
Majesty* d GovopEnment to proceed jus promptly a» possible to the consideration of tin* 
schema of military and administrative reorganisation with a view to accelerate our 
evacuation of Egypt. 

The French Ambassador has represented it> I he Grand Vizier in very pressing 
language, that all the allusions made by us to the Capitulations and to the status of 
foreigners in Egypt are only means by which we seek to prolong our occupation of 
that country and to evade giving Turkey a direct reply, for the Count says that we 
are well aware how greatly the other Powers will object to any such change, and 
that, therefore, this series of questions ought to be discussed between the Sultan, 
the Khedive, md the Powers later on, and to follow instead of preceding our 
evacuation. 

This argument appears, from what 1 bear, to have produced a considerable effect 
on the Grand Vizier. 

White trying in this wav to influence Im Highness and his Imperial Master, the 
Anibnwaiters of Fiance and Russia omit no opportunity to warn them to beware of 
entering on any now negotiations with us. as the Egyptian question they say is an 
international one, and not only would Turkey lose by any separate lurangoment, hut 
the other Great Powers might refuse to recognise its validity, and their Excellencies! 
continue urging the Porte to drop all further negotiations with Her Majesty**! Govern¬ 
ment on thus question, and to appeal to the Great Powers by a circular placing the 
Egyptian question again in its international character, which the French and Russians 
now say it ought never to have lost.

(Translation.) 

A LETTER \m been revived froai J|toiAl-e<Udln Abdel M% the special 
messenger proceeding t o Khartoum, saying that be had readied Sukhoi: district and 
found tlie rebels to lw? faw in number, only about 1,000 dervishes, whereof 150 
Bedouin Arabs and 200 Bazmgnrs* the rest being it mixed crowd mostly composed of 
women and children, 1 Laving 2 guns and 300 rifles of tbo Remington pattern; and 
that he had obtained permission to go to .Khartoum, 

StiUenHib ol Saleh Mohammed and Abdo Ali a of the village of Gulibat*Salceni P 
who brought flic above-mentioned letter on the 201 li October, 1886;— 

They both say that JorolU-cd-din obtained a pass permitting him to go anywhere 
he liked through out the Soudan, and he started southward, they coming down hither. 
The people of both Mnlwros and Sulikat districts ore in the greatest distress because of 
the doings of the rebels, who have also collected from every ” sakiah " two water-skins 
for use when advancing to destroy the aroitea of the railway, which was called for 
because of the running of the train to Surras, which led them to subject that the 
soldiers intended to till up the MunU wells, at which they were much alarmed, and 
that after destroying the arches they would go kick again to Savfiwkh, there to 
collect, and then move on Haifa, At Firket are 570 persons, among whom there are 
children, and about 200 Baaingars tarrying firearms, under Moor AbdoU&b K umw.h 
with one gun;, and at Saw&rdoh there are DUO psrams* with one gun, but few of 
whom are Roaingm's- Before the informants started down hither they hoard that 
BOO wore to come from Dongola northwards. As for the dervishes that are in 
Dongola town, those of them who are natives of LkmgoJa arc afraid to light* whereas 
the natives of the Soudan are ready to risk their lives; hut Informants do not know 
the numbers nor the names of the Ameer*. The Ameers who arc in Sukkot district 
are Mahoanmcd Ahuiatbel-Iiaabimi, Xoor Abdullah KunuM* Maliommed Ali 
(originally of the Mahores dMriet). The dervishes following them are a mixed lot— 
young men, children, and old men, and oven a few Jews and slaves. They also have 
camels and burses. It. h rumoured among the natives around Gubhal Saleem that 
Noor .Abdallah Kurum is inclined toward Govern men t r seeing that he is from the 
Haifa region, and that, as some of I be Amirs are aware of this, they are dtsaatbhcd 
and suspicious of him, lint he continues to command their advance guard. 

October 2(1—Eiul] Allah Mohammed Ahmad* of Firket, came In; ho left cot of 
disgust at the dervishes, who obliged the natives of his village to wear the patchwork 
garb and fight against Government* and when they refused they were beaten, where¬ 
upon bo fled; luV s:iys the dotvifllies there arc 500, among whom arc six Bosun gars and 
live Egyptians; Ol liman is the Ameer at Firkot; Moor Kunuzi is at 8nwhrihih with 
Mirghnni; they have gathered two water-skins from every water-wheel; the dervishes 
have taken all the dhum crop from the natives; there are no guns at Firkat; inform 
maut conversed with I he Fa/ingms, who told him they desired to join the Government, 
and that when the rest of tbeir comrades came they would all go to Haifa; ho also 
heard that half of the dervishes would come and atop near SuWflfi, while the other half 
’would proceed from Akushch to Duhoyrah, north of Haifa. 

Kliou* Allah M;ihummed Haj,o£ Abri, in Sukkot dialrkt*come in; he is, six days 
out from his home; ho saw some dervishes at Firket, and others at SaviArdah; they 
have now collated at Sarkmmtto, and are gathering camels and water-skins from tlio 
natives; they and their families amount to about 5,050, whereof 1,000 men and 
about two companies.uf Rtwingars, tbo rest being Bedouins, with spears and shields;

They have quite enough licmington ammunition ■ Wulud Nojuomi had 
at Berber quite a number of guns, bvciywhere throughout 1.he Soudan it is well 
known that-all persons going to .Egypt, or to any Government military station are well 
received and fed, whether they he civilians or soldiers, and receive their back pay, so 
that whoever finds a chance is sure to escape. 

All the people know that Muhdiium k spurious, ami that the Government will 
surely reoccupy the Soudan* so all an' in favour of the restoration. The natives are 
forced to come down to fight, for whoever is called upon to come and refuses finds his 
property confiscated. The rebels an? enabled to realize their designs only through the 
iusfimmcntality of the Gazin gars, The dervishes will surely advance on Egjjl> us 
Mohammad Ahmad charged them to do, for if they do not, they will mevitaljy fall 
out among thumselves, am! this the most enthusiastic among thorn are well aware of. 
They consider Wady Haifa an important point, as being the key to Egypt and the most 
difficult to take. Tlioy ascribe success mid victory to Nojnomi, no they have devolved 
the taking of ii to him* arid scud him reinforcements IVom Khartoum. They antici¬ 
pate that if he cannot conquer limy will fail and bo utterly confounded, for he is their 
ablest loader. 

For the present no (LgEiting men are re fruited from Dongoln Province, as the 
people thereof are obliged to mee t requisitions for stores, camels, mid transports; but 
in case of necessity men will he required. Every day they reecivu information of all 
military arrivals at Haifa, Koroako, and Assouan. and of every important move¬ 
ment lhere. Every three or four days caravans ol about thirty camds arrive laden 
with merchandize coming from Dorr, Koroako, and Duheyrah, through the Bedouin 
Arabs of the Ababdeh and t fararecsli, from whom intelligence is also got. Ah to the 
sou« of Hussein Pasha Khalifah, one is at Korosko and the other at Aboo Hum ad, and 
their commerce is going on in all freedom, Aboo Gargali had gone to Buuikhi to bring 
about a reconciliation with the? Bedouins, 

When the rebels move from place to place they do so with great rapidity. They 
raise money loans from wealthy natives, promising to repay out of the Haifa booty. 
They are going to engage the fort on all aides, so an to fatigue the defenders, A dis¬

1BBAHIM A LI' came in ; lie was employed yritli Mohammed Ka^lieb, the chief 
doctor at. Kliartoum* and 1ms been two months on 11 1 e way. Ho reached Ambigol 
five dnys ogo, haying come thither ^.vith the foE lowers of Nm- Kunuzi, lie is the 
first oj’ these followers that has reached this placet; he remained near Sruvardch about 
a week. When the camels and water-skins bad been collected* and the company, 
consisting of about. 1,000 persons, started, lie deserted. About dOO others deserted 
also. When they wore at Amhigol* Hie rebels intended to come down upon Daheyrah, 
as they had heard that there were only 1.000 soldiers in Haifa; hut the spies reported 
that the garrison more numerous, and that the fortifications of Haifa were very 
strong. So they left the camels Of the natives in the Ilngar district, ns well as the 
camels which they had brought with them from the south, amounting to about 400. 
They themselves stepped at Andrigol, and sent word to New Hon gel a that they needed 
reinforcements. All these dervishes are a mixed lot, and are brought by force. They 
have no military equipment#, such as fire-arms or ammunition, hut only swords and 
spears* They had, however, with them 300 llaaingnrs well armed anil about 200 
Egyptians. The latter hate the dervishes, and would join I he Government troops at the 
fir^t-opportunity. At Anibigol there nre no guns, hut there arc six guns at New Hcmgcda, 
one of winch is disabled* M^alad-oi-Ntejrmnu is said to Ik? at Khartoum; others say 
he is at Berber, and some that he ih dead. A small party of dervishes 3tad been sent 
to San-ass, but iLcy withdrew hastily, having hcftixl that Government troops were 
going up. The original army of AVaiad-d-lfcjoimd, ns known at the Beit^LMalA 
numbers 12,000, but they are not all fighting men, some of them being women and 
children, so that the lighting strength would not be more than 0,000. Kunuzi had 
received instruetionB not to advance until the completion of the whole army, but he 
began to prepare tho camels on his own authority. This is why the rumours prevailed 
that he was inclined to side with the Government, It is considered certain that when 
IVnlad-el-Ssejcumi comes down, he will advance on Haifa. From the Shaggieh 
country right down to Hnll'a, alt the natives detest, the .sight of the dervishes because 
of the distress they have occasioned, and they long for Hie restoration of tho Govern¬ 
ment. At Hongola there ia a steamer. Ncjoiimi has ruined the Province of Berber, 
confiscating the properly of the Leading men. Orders have been issued to take no 
recruits; from the $ haggle h, nor from the* people of Dong < da, became it was they who

Abdutmlurtart Mol tamed came in. He was a Basiii-Eazonfc in Dongobi Pro voice* 
At Gamut he ran away from the dervishes, who are about 1,200 strong there. Ho 
heard them say that they intended to advance on Haifa, 

Talm Nahainati anti All Djuina, the two spies, came in,. They say that yesterday 
they left Halfii by night and crossed over to the Island of Abka on. the. morning of tho 
13th November. ’ They beard that the dervishes had reached Ahka by the <mi hanky 
and tliat the natives were collecting forage and broad for them; also that some of the 
dervishes say they will attack Haifa to-morrow, while others say they will attack in 
three days. Their numbers fire not more than 1,000. 

jVftvraifcr 13.—Spy, Nur Alxlullull, came in, and reports that four KubbaMsh 
Arabs have arrived who bad been inside the forta ol! Now Dongoh, These men have 
been eight days on the road. They say that Osman Asrek and W;dtui Sawar Zdmb, 
who were formerly at Farmeli, have taken their followers and returned to New 
Dongoln, whoio there are only 8,000 dervishes, alt told. Hut there are rebels at Sauab 
in tho Sbuggieb country, wliosn numbers they do net know - also that Nur Kumm 
asked for reinforcements from Walad Qibara, who refused to sond them. 

AU 1,Bissau, a Soudanese, came in find says: He was a soldier in the Seminar 
province, where lie rose to the rank of sergeant. He deserted from I ho dervishes near 
QatrtTk, where they do not number over 1,600* They intend remaining at Klmr 

Mnussa Pasha until the arrival of reinforcements. At Now Uongoh There are vciy 

many dervishes, but bo does not know their numbers, The Bazin gore with tlm 
advanced guard are 30th and they all incline to the Government. A latter had been 
received from one Hit 1 Nur K non id's relations* an iiihnbiUini of these parts, and 
probably ti nephew of Kumud’a, saying that the Egyptians with the rebels wore 
distorting ami coming to Haifa, so Kimim ordered them hack to Now Dougola* 

Whenever the dervishes arrive at a place they send out parties to break up tlm 

railway. They have with them sixty natives of the Gamai district* who arc, however, 
u a willing to como any further with them. Many of them would like to desert and 
conic down hither, whoever finds a chance will not fail lo do so. On arriving in 
the Hagai country the dervishes suffered much from want of food. They complained 
of this to their leaders. 

November 11.—Abdurrahman KhoLr, a KnbbcthLsh Arab, came in* Jin is nine 
days from New Bongola. lie brought down two Egyptian solddvra—one nomad ifaj 
ili and the other Khali 1—by the desort route. The dervishes in Dongohi number 
31,000 men. Some say Nejoumi bos readied Sannh, in the Shaggieb country; others 
rInit. ho is still at Khartoum. A steamer reached Dongola with ammunition, and 
returned to t he Shuggidi eouiHiy to meet Wakd Nejoumi. Thera was ft story that 
the crew of the steamer, who are Egyptians, were suspected of trying to desert. 
Mirghunfi and B&war Zelaib want, to Hongolu with their dervishes, having left Kmmah* 
'Wnirubol-.Hbam h still at New Dongola. Prices nre very high throughout the 
province. The don in. is 24 medjidteh dollars an ardeb* 'Hitt natives are obliged to 


embrace Ifahtliism* Sulcli Hey, of the leubhabssh* is still sit Slicbeilcii. ACtci tho 
arrival of Nejoiuni, the rebels 1 intend to leave a small garrison at Dongola to guard 
their families, and the rest will come down to fight, IE they arc victorious they will 
send for their families, and If they are repulsed the garrison will take the families and 
go back to their hemes. 

November 15.—Six deserters of Nur Kuuuri's force cimie in. One was a tele¬ 
graphist in the Eastern Bond an ; they are aid Egyptians. The telegraphist says that 
all the Egyptians with the dervishes came as servants. He and his companions ran 
away at Abka. The force is reduced by desertion to 1*130. Among litem fire 200 
children and 200 old people. Every twelve days ^ 4 th of a measure is given to 
each person. But the measure is rather larger. Some of tho dervishes secretly buy 
small quantities of fund with their own money. Twenty camel-loads of grain were 
said fu be coming down* with thirty fighting men. A letter had also coma, saying 
that 500 men would bo sent down fron Dongola, under Molauned Oinar, The tele¬ 
graphist and 1 1 is companions came down from Dongola forty days ago. _ There were 
then at Dongola 7,000 dervishes, including women, but only 4,000 fighting men* and 
this number includes Nur Kitnuri’s force. 

Ntgoumi is at Mcravi, and is beginning Jo recruit m iii^ Dongola Province* _ Ho 
has five companies of Razingars* Nur Kunuri has 180 Buz id gars and 20 Egyptians* 
in oil, 200 carrying rifles. At Now Dongola there are 300 riflemen, but lie does not 
know how many dervishes we at Merawi'. Also, he say* I hut a certain Tahir oE Barms* 
raised 500 dollars from the natives as a religious tax* and gave them io Kumiri, On 
the west there are no dervishes. A11 who were Government officials or are of Egyptian 
origin have no desire to fight* and have been forced to eouio down under the threat 
of confiscation of property. 

There b at New Dongola a certain Rimbashi who had gathered all the Egyptians 
to bring thorn down with Kunuri, but tho Khalifa Taaishi issued m order that no 
Egyptians should go northwards. Host of the dervishes at New Dongola and those 
now at Abka are obliged to follow Mahdiisni, Onman Digna k at Khartoum, where 
it ia intended to appoint Ahou Garga 111 his phtce for Suakin. TVhcn the English 
troops defeated the dervishes at Ahu Klua and descended upon Hetemnioh, all tho 
natives were preiHuiug to submit. Most- of the people have given up their faith in 
Mnhdiism in Sennoar, Khaitoivin* and Berber, but they cannot declare themselves 
until Government troops come up. 

Mahmoud Znayld and Walad Ahou Sim had declared that tl]|y would not submit 
to tie; dervishes, so they wore imprisoned, and one of Zaayid’h lulltnvi'rs took refuge in 
Abyssinia. The dervishes had gone up against that country, but were defeated* 
S;i Itdi Bey, of the Kabbabhdi, has collected a number oi Arabs, and intends to attack 
the dervishes, ivhu me on their guard apiinst him. The refscE talk of appointing 
Osman Digua to guard the Ahou Hamad rmid. Kuuuzi has with him Lettem Irem 
Taaishi to the jicoplp of Din 1 and Koimous, urging them to rebel against, the Govern¬ 
ment; but lie has not yet dispatched those letters. The dervishes at Abka intend Jo 
divide into two parties, one to engage the giirrisou f»l I bill a, mid the other tn go down 
lo Dubeire. Kumizi is for attacking the soldiere, hut Hashimi opposes this until the 
aitivul of the reinbuccmcnte. Wherever they came across the railway they destroyed 
i|* At all events, the dervishes are much dr moralized, and, in case of a tight, there is 
no doubt that the ihuinguvs will turn nnd fire upon them, for they are great]y 
disaffected on account of the lack of food and clothing. If any one of them shows 
uay meUmition to the Government he is vorv severely puuiiskE'd. A number of 
Egyptians* and among them some officers* have been sent hack to Dongola lest, they 
ahomd desert. I nfnrmmits' companions all confirm this statement. 

Two Egyptian servants came in. They belonged to the 2nd battalion of the 
5th Regiment in the Soudan* 'They loft Khartoum thirteen months ago, They 
stepped soma time at Dongola, where they paid a Bedouin IS dollaru to bring them to 
Haifa. They had meant to go with K uuuzi, witli other Egyptians and reme Baringaw, 
hut they were ordered to remain* m they were suspected of wishing to desert- Tbo 
dervishes said that Ntgoumi had sent down all these Egyptians, and that they must 
wait till he came down himself. There were 2*500 fighting dfirririLCa in Dougolu

language had been incorrectly reported. 

Yesterday monilug, however, I saw N ubar Pasha, He imd had a long convhraw 
tion with Monk liter Pasha, which had evidently annoyed him a gpod deal, Moukjitev 
Pasha had not said anything about the Khedive acting on his own responsibility 
without tho assent of the Powers. Othcrwisfy I gathered that the general tenoiw of 
his ideas had been correctly stated by F rahvor Pasha. 

In the course of the afternoon I saw Moukhtar PMaa, in order to give him the- 
message contained in your lordship's telegram No. 118 of the 2nd instant, 

Moiikhtar Pnahn, on his own initiative, began to speak of the financial situation. 
It is pcrliaps not necessary that I should attempt te describe the whole of a long and 
somewhat desultory conversation, Neither is it accessary that 1 should dwell on the 
arguments which I used in order to persuade Monk liter Pasha that it was both 
undeeijs-hb and impossible to give dfoct to Ins views. Those arguments are indeed 
sufficiently obvious! It wilt bo atiffidonl if I state to your Lordship what was the 
general tenonr of the remarks made by Mookhter P[ts!m. 

Kg dwelt strongly on the heavy nature, of taxation in Egypt, which, he said, was 
higher than in other parts of i ho Ottoman do unvotes, The land tax, he stud, waa especially 
highs and ought to bo reduced. A more redistribution of the land tax would, he said, 
he of no avail. What was required was a pro mid reduction all round. 

I naked hia Excellency, even supposing such a reduction te lie necessary, how it 
could he carried out consistently with the maintenance of financial equilihriunL He 
siid that there was. only dug course open, which was to reduce the rate of interest on 
the Debt. Other countries, ho said, had repudiated thoir public debt, Why should 
not Egypt do the same ? He dwelt frequently on this argument, to which he appeared 
to attach cons idem hie importance, 

I asked his Excellency how he proposed te carry out any reduction of the rate of 
interest, I said, with ft special view to eliciting an expression of opinion, that it was 
of conirao impossible for the Khedive* oven supposing lie wore supported by the Sultan, 
to reduce the rate of interest by a stroke of the pen. This would be a defiance of all 
Bure pa 

His Excellency acquiesced in my view, but the manner in which he signified his 
acquiescence rendered it cleat; enough that auth a proposal had crossed hie mind* and 
that ho by no means thought it so impossible anti objectionable as 1 represented it to 
Mm to he* 

The only other course was to obtain the previous consent of the Powers. 1 indeed 
his Excellency whether ho thought tliat their assent could ho obtained. Re replied in 
the affirmative. Thu Powers, ho said, would make no concessions te Egypt so long na 
British troops occupied the country i but he thought that if the British garritiori wore 
withdrawn, they would view proposals tending te promote the welfare of Egypt with 
far greater favour. 

I asked his Excellency what Powers he thought looked at the question from this 
point of view. Ho replied, France. 

t then sold; u \ our Excellency^ opinion, therefore, is that if the French Govern- 
meat were askhd whether they would prefer speedy evacuation, coupled with a 
reduction in the rate of interest on the Debt, or a more prolonged occupation coupled 
with payment of the full rates of interest, they would wish to adopt tho former 
alternative ? ** 

His Excellency replied that such was certainly his opinion.

Province. The rebels consist of Arabs (Bedouins) and KumiKCCs; with thorn are 
200 odd Ikmngara, most of whom want to join the Govern in out.. Kumm wants to 
fight, but Hfishinu reports that the troops at Haifa am toe numerous, and urges him 
to wait for reinforcements. The natives of the .Stony Htijar region were requisitioned 
for cereals and straw, and they supplied all they could scrape together.

HER Majesty's fiovemnieul have carefully considered the telegraphic message 
which tout Ereeilenoy cmmnuuicatod to mo confidentially on tlm fitli instant, 
containing the observations of the Sublime Porte on the proposals of Her Majesty's 
Government with regard to Egypt, ns stated in my note verbal? of the Ath ultimo. 

The general purport of those observations h to deprecate the idea of making the 
withdrawal of the British troops dependent on the assent of the Powers to those 
measures of reform which Her Majesty's Government consider necessary, and to urge 
that the first object should be to arrange for the termination of the British occupation* 
und tkit. after this line! been accomplished, the Khedive should submit to the Porte a 
statement of the re forms required in the Admlnistmtioii, and that the biter should 
address the Powers on the subject, aud should lie supported by Her Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment in those representations. 

His Excellency Sa!d Paslia requests, in conclusion, that Sir II, Drummond Wolff 
may bo furnished with precise instructions in order to hasten his dbcii&bons with 
Moukktar Pasha for the wptjcdy execution of the Convention of the 24th October, 1986, 
and that Sir William While may be authorkdd to come to an agreement with flic 
Porte as to the date of the withdrawn! of the British troops, 

i would request, your Excellency to point out to your Government, in reply* that 
the course of procedure proposed in my 'note j whale of the UU November last is in 
strict ibcconlmuie with the provisions of the Convention referred to. Article VI of 
(hat- Convention states tlmi, 11 So soon as the High Commissioner shall have estab¬ 
lished that the security of the frontiers anti the good working and stability of the 
Egyptian Government are assured* they shall present a Report, to their respective 
Government#:, who will consult as to the conclusion of a Convention regulating the 
withdrawal of the British troops from Egypt in a convenient period." 

Neither of the object« specified in this Article can yet be said to have been 
attained, But the prospccto of security on the frontier are greatly improving, and 
there is ground for hope that tranquillity and ft more settled condition of affairs may 
shortly lm established. 

It is the opinion of Her Majeatv's Government, after mature consideration of tlin 
Reporta of Sir II. Drummond Wolff, that the measures of reform specified in my 
note verbals are necessary to secure the stability and good working id' the Egyptian 
Government, and to maintain intact the sovereign rights of the Sultan, The opinions 
of Her Majesty^ Government in this respect have Tieen confirmed by personal consul¬ 
tation with the British High Commissioner. 

If. would be contrary to the whole course of policy pursued by Her Majesty's 
Government in regard to Egypt, and to the assurances which they Have given hi the 
Porto and to the other Powers in Cord Granville's Circular despatch of the ffnl 
January, 1883, mid in other public declarations, that they should proceed with tire 
withdrawal of the British force of occupation without a reasonable confidence limit tin; 
Khedive's Government will be left under conditio eis favourable to good and stable 
iidminiiferation. A decision to evacuate Egypt ^conditionally at a certain date, und 
to postpone the question of reforms until after the' accomplishment of that measure* 
would almost certainly result In occurrences detrimental to the Interest# both o' 1 the 
Khedive aud of the Sul bin. 

Bui Her Majesty's Government are quite willing to discuss the detoih and the 
ssctijpe of the arrangements to ho made prior to the withdrawal of the British troops 


with a View to simplifjiug them as far as poaribte, and puttmg itusa m lhadwpomort 
likelv to 1>n adjoptahle to the Powers. They hope shortly to be m a posiiimi to 
furnish tmth Sir W. White and Sir n.
